N-9 

condoms

I t’s one down, two to go in the bat¬ 
tle to remove the spermicide 
nonoxynol-9 from condoms. It was 
announced last week that Durex will 
no longer make condoms lubricated 
with N-9, leaving only the manufac¬ 
turers of the Lifestyles and Trojan 
brands still making N-9 condoms. 

N-9 has been shown to increase 
the risk of HIV transmission because 
it strips away the protective epithelial 
cells in the anus and vagina. There is 
no evidence it provides any addition¬ 
al contraceptive benefit when added 
as a lubricant in condoms. 

Ironically, N-9 was once touted as 
an HIV preventive because initial tests 
showed it killed the virus. It was 
added to lubricants and condoms and 
marketed as extra protection against 
HIV. Subsequent tests involving 
human subjects showed, however, 
that it had the opposite effect because 
of its damage to the epithelial cells. 
Despite the risk, condom and lubri¬ 
cant makers were slow to pull it from 
their products. 

The Bay Area Reporter successfully 
hounded N-9 lubricants off the mar¬ 
ket after a series of reports in fall of 
2002. As a result of public pressure, 
the three major manufacturers still 
making N-9 lube agreed to stop. A few 
stores voluntarily pulled N-9 lube 
from the shelves while most contin¬ 
ued to sell existing supplies. 

Condom makers have been far 
more reluctant to remove N-9 from 
condoms. Activists say that’s because 
N-9 condoms represent about 40 per¬ 
cent of all condom sales and it’s a 
matter of putting profits ahead of 
people. Condom makers have 
claimed that adding N-9 to condoms 
provides an additional contraceptive 
benefit, but when pressed, they could 
provide no evidence that it does. 

Assemblyman Paul Koretz (D- 
West Hollywood) and Anna Forbes, 
global north programs coordinator 
for the Global Campaign for Micro- 
bicides based in Washington, D.C., 
announced in a press release last week 
that Durex agreed to stop making N- 
9 condoms. Koretz and Forbes have 
been among the most vocal critics of 
N-9 condom makers and have urged 
the Food and Drug Administration to 
take action against the manufacturers. 
They were also involved in negotia¬ 
tions with the companies to get them 
to voluntarily stop making N-9 con¬ 
doms. Koretz garnered national 
media attention on the issue last 
March when he held a press confer¬ 
ence denouncing N-9. 

Calls to the manufacturer of 
Lifestyles condoms were not returned 
by press time. Richard Kline, a 
spokesman for ARMKEL, the maker 
of Trojan condoms, told the B.A.R. in 
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Quilt creator sues 
the Names Project

C leve Jones, the creator of 
the AIDS Memorial 
Quilt, is suing the orga¬ 
nization that oversees 
one of the world’s most famous 
and emotional commemorations 
of the epidemic. 

Jones and his attorney, Angela 
Alioto, announced Wednesday, 

January 21 that he is suing the 
Names Project Foundation for 
wrongful termination. The foun¬ 
dation fired Jones on December 
31,2003. 

The lawsuit is the latest twist in 
the ongoing struggle over the 
AIDS quilt’s future. The organiza¬ 
tion has been in tumult since April 
2001 when it packed up the more 
than 44,000 colorful panels stored in a San 
Francisco warehouse and moved them to At¬ 
lanta. 


A year later, in May 2002, it closed down 
its San Francisco chapter after a dispute over 
local control. As the national foundation ex¬ 


erted more control 
over local chapters, 
several revolted and 
decided to close their 
doors. Chapters in 
central Ohio; Hous¬ 
ton; Rhode Island; 
southeastern Massa¬ 
chusetts; Syracuse, 
New York; and Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. all folded. 

The Names Pro¬ 
ject’s relocation to the 
South came after the 
foundation experi¬ 
enced financial prob¬ 
lems. The organiza¬ 
tion went through a fi¬ 
nancial crisis, follow¬ 
ing an October 1996 
display of the quilt on 
the Mall in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. After its staff swelled in size to 50 
employees, the group laid off more than 40 
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Gay activists welcome wedge 
politics in marriage debate

F or gay rights advocates, the 
gauntlet has been thrown. 

The proposed introduc¬ 
tion of a gay marriage bill by San 
Francisco Assemblyman Mark 
Leno (D) is emboldening LGBT 
activists to challenge lawmakers 
who claim to be pro-gay. And just 
as conservative Republicans are 
clamoring for a culture war fueled 
by the issue of same-sex marriage, 
gay Democrats are also saying 
“Bring it on.” 

“Last year at this time people 
thought it was radical that [former 
Vermont] Governor [Howard] 

Dean was talking about civil 
unions at the federal level. Now 
that seems conservative,” said 
Molly McKay, Marriage Equality 
California’s Northern California 
executive director. “It shows how 
quickly things are changing.” 

Both sides of the political di¬ 
vide see gay marriage as a wedge 
issue than can energize their polit¬ 
ical base and encourage supporters to flood 
polling sites in the upcoming presidential and 
statewide elections. 

“When we get excited and get to work, we 
can move mountains,” claimed Leno, the cur¬ 
rent chair of the state Legislature’s LGBT 
Caucus. 

As gay candidates made headway last year 
in conservative Republican strongholds, win¬ 
ning elections in Palm Springs and San Diego, 
Leno said his bill will help other politicians 
running in Republican-dominated districts. 

“We have a chance of challenging some 
Republican members in the southern part of 
the state,” said Leno, who specifically named 
the San Diego Assembly seat currently held

by Christine Kehoe (D), an out lesbian run¬ 
ning for state Senate. 

Leno’s bill is also seen as a tool Kehoe - 
whose Senate race is one of the few expected 
to be contested - can use to energize gays and 
liberals. Kehoe, who is expected to be a co¬ 
author of the bill, could not be reached for 
comment. 

Republican lawmakers also claim the issue 
will be to their advantage in gaining more 
seats in the Legislature, which is currently 
controlled by the Democrats. Assemblyman 
George Plescia (R-San Diego), who opposes 
extending marriage to same-sex couples, told 
the San Diego Union Tribune that Leno’s bill 
will cause election-year difficulties for some 


Democratic legislators, who would be forced 
to choose between alienating either gay voters 
or moderate and conservative voters who op- 
pose same-sex marriage. 

“This bill will probably put some of Mark 
Leno’s colleagues at risk because it would go 
against will of the voters. It probably helps 
Mark in San Francisco, but it could hurt De¬ 
mocrats in the Central Valley,” Plescia told the 
paper. 

On the road 

Yet gay rights activists are taking their 
fight for marriage directly to communities in 
the Central Valley and elsewhere. On Valen¬ 
tine’s Day, Marriage Equality California will 
kick off a marriage caravan in Sacramento 
which will wander up to Redding.

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Bay Area newspaper 
chain offers DP benefits

I NG Newspapers Inc., pub- 
Jf j l lisher of the Oakland Tri- 
I Tl bune, joined a growing list 
of media companies that offer do¬ 
mestic partner benefits when the 
paper’s union ratified a new con¬ 
tract Tuesday, January 12. 

Members of the Northern Cal¬ 
ifornia Media Workers Guild/Ty¬ 
pographical Union and the 
paper’s management had been 
locked in a dispute over employee 
pay raises and medical benefits for 
domestic partners since their con¬ 
tract expired in June 2002. 

The year and a half standoff 
ended with management agreeing 
to offer medical benefits for same- 
sex couples and average wage in¬ 
creases of 11.5 percent over the 
next 42 months. The union also 
was able to win removal of merit 
pay as the basis for wage increases. 

The union estimates as many as 
a dozen employees will benefit from 
the offering of DP benefits. Al¬ 
though union officials acknowledge 
it only affects a small amount of 
employees, they made offering DP 
benefits a key issue in negotiations. 

“The reason we wanted it is it 
is the right thing to do. Period,” 
said Sean Holstege, the guild’s unit 
chair and local vice president. 
“There is not much more to say 
about it in this day and age. To be 
in the Bay Area and not have a 
benefit like that is uncon¬ 


scionable.” 

In June 2003, the Associated 
Press agreed to offer DP benefits 
and both the San Francisco Chron¬ 
icle and the San Francisco Examin¬ 
er offer them, according to the Na¬ 
tional Lesbian and Gay Journalists 
Association. Mountain View- 
based Knight Ridder Newspapers 
Inc. also offers DP benefits to em¬ 
ployees at its San Jose Mercury 
News, Contra Costa newspapers, 


and Oakland-based Hills newspa¬ 
pers. 

ANG union members said 
their contract was ratified late last 
Tuesday night with 98 percent 
support of those who voted. The 
average salary at ANG will in¬ 
crease to $38,800 by the end of the 
contract. When the 1998 agree¬ 
ment expired, the average salary 
was just over $30,000. The boost 
in the base pay will help one-quar¬ 
ter of the unions members. 

“This agreement is a testament 
to the staying power of the dedi¬ 
cated journalists who work tire¬ 


lessly at ANG,” said Holstege in 
announcing the vote. “The deal we 
reached is not perfect, but it rep¬ 
resents tangible improvements in 
the lives of news workers who 
have endured three years of lay¬ 
offs, downsizing, pay freezes, and 
hiring freezes. The agreement also 
represents true compromise with 
the company for the first time, a 
compromise in which both sides 
felt they got what they needed. It 


gives us real hope that we can 
close the chapter on a difficult re¬ 
lationship with the company.” 

The union gave praise to ANG 
interim publisher Jerry Grilly, 
whom it said deserves credit for 
sharing the goal of improving the 
newspaper by improving working 
conditions. 

The agreement covers approx¬ 
imately 160 editorial employees at 
the company’s five newspapers in 
the East Bay and on the Peninsula. 

The new contract goes into ef¬ 
fect immediately and will expire at 
midnight on July 12,2007. ▼

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Hope for a lesbian 
police chief dims

I n naming Heather Fong as the 
new acting chief of the San 
Francisco Police Department, 
Mayor Gavin Newsom has 
dimmed the hopes of gay and les¬ 
bian officers to see one of their 
own be named chief. 

Newsom announced his deci¬ 
sion to bounce Chief Alex Fagan 
out of the top cop spot on Saturday, 
January 17 and, effective immedi¬ 
ately, turned control of the depart¬ 
ment over to Fong, the assistant 
chief of police. Fagan will oversee 
the Office of Emergency Services. 

“Public confidence in our po¬ 
lice department is essential in this 
city,” Newsom said in‘announcing 
his decision. “We must reform the 
department and restore the full 
faith of our city in the department 
and Chief Fong will begin that 
process.” 

Newsom’s move does not end a 
national search he launched to 
find a permanent chief for the 
troubled department. Intense 
bickering and politicking by vari¬ 
ous factions among the force vying 
for the top spot led Newsom to de¬ 
cide to consider people outside the 
department for the position. 

“We must continue a national 
search to make sure that we have 
the best person in this country for 
the job and whether that person 
comes from another city or from 
within our own department, I am 
committed to instituting reform 
and building confidence in the 
SFPD,” Newsom continued. 
“Chief Fong is a proven leader 
who brings a combination of 
competence and confidence to 
our force.” 

Fong is in the running to keep 
the job, and department insiders 
believe if she doesn’t fumble over 
the next four months, it is hers to 
keep. Her ascension has dashed the 
hopes of some within the LGBT 
community that the new mayor 
would select an out lesbian as chief. 

For more than a year now, 
Mindy Pengel, an out lesbian and 
deputy chief in charge of the de¬ 
partment’s airport detail, has been 
mentioned as a possible successor 
for the chief’s job. Pengel did not 
return a call seeking comment. 

Last June she told the Bay Area 
Reporter , “We have had an Asian 
chief and a black chief. It would be 
like a double scoop of ice cream to 
have a woman who is gay as chief.” 
The only known out police chief 
in the country is Ron Forsythe, 
who oversees the force in the 
Delta town of Suisun City. 

Pengel’s most vocal supporters 
come from the department’s Pride 
Alliance, an employee group for

gay and lesbian officers. The Pride 
Alliance is scheduled to meet with 
Newsom at 11 a.m. Monday, Jan¬ 
uary 26 to discuss issues of con¬ 
cern to LGBT. cops as well as the 
selection process of the next chief. 

Lea Militello, co-chair of the 
alliance, declined to comment on 
whether the latest personnel 
change means Pengel is out of the 
running for the chief’s job. 

“We are going to reserve any 
comment until after we meet with 
him,” Militello told the B.A.R. this 
week. “This is for us to have our 
input on issues directly affecting 
LGBT officers.” 

As for the new chief, Militello 
said, “We of course are going to be 
very supportive of Chief Fong. We 
have to heal this department, it’s a 
mess.” 

There are several issues that 
Fong and the Pride Alliance can 
work together on, said Militello. 

“We need to be able to see that 
our officers can work everywhere 
in this department and be free 
from harassment, free from dis¬ 
crimination, and more important¬ 
ly, free from exclusion,” she said. 
“Those issues we intend working 


on together with Chief Fong to 
reach a successful conclusion.” 

A main concern for the LGBT 
officers is the lack of gay men in 
high ranking positions on the 
force. AIDS decimated the ranks 
of gay male officers in the 1980s 
and it has been a struggle ever 
since to increase the numbers of 
out gay men in the department. 
Pride Alliance members say the 
department has less than 50 gay 
men among the ranks, and none 
have been able to advance beyond 
sergeant. 

“We have waited years and 
years for a gay man to make the 
rank of lieutenant,” said Militello, 
who is a sergeant and inspector 
currently on disability leave. 

Also of concern is how trans¬ 
genders on the force are treated. 

“We have to do something to 
change the hiring process, for 
transgender officers. It is really dis¬ 
criminating on its face,” said 
Militello. “We have a psych process 
that really needs to be looked at. 
Other issues we plan to address is 
we have transgender officers in our 
department that need facilities.” 
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TARC drop-in programs 
moved during construction

M any businesses might look 
at growth as a cause for 
celebration, but at service- 
oriented nonprofits like the Ten¬ 
derloin AIDS Resource Center, ex¬ 
pansion is a mixed blessing; al¬ 
though a $1 million increase in 
TARC’s budget over the last year 
and a half has allowed for in¬ 
creased staff and operations, the 
recognition of such a need by fun¬ 
ders means that TARC’s low-in¬ 
come Tenderloin-neighborhood 
clients are increasingly being iden¬ 
tified as the population most se¬ 
verely affected by HIV/AIDS. 

One piece of good news, how¬ 
ever, is the remodeling of TARC’s 
community drop-in center at 183 
Golden Gate Avenue. The build¬ 
ing is undergoing a $175,000 
makeover, with “upgrades to 
everything,” according to TARC 
Executive Director Tracy Brown. 
“There will be an emphasis on 


client accessibility and safety. We 
are getting new floors, new walls, 
and rebuilding the whole space,” 
said Brown. 

The upgrading project is fund¬ 
ed with assistance from the 
Mayor’s Office of Community 
Development, Broadway Cares, 
the Bothin Foundation, and oth¬ 
ers. 

What the upgrade means is 
that beginning this week, on Janu¬ 
ary 19, the. TARC building at 183 
Golden Gate will be closed, for 
about eight weeks, according to 
Brown. Although the breakfast 
program will be temporarily dis¬ 
continued during construction, all 
other community center pro¬ 
grams and services will be deliv¬ 
ered at a different location, most¬ 
ly at the Saint Boniface Church 
next door. 

“All of our services - including 
the counseling, testing, and pre¬ 
vention groups - will be happen¬ 
ing,” said Brown. “We will have a 
list of different places up to in¬ 


form people where to go.” 

TARC’s other building at 187 
Golden Gate will remain open, 
said Brown, with no services there 
interrupted. Community center 
participants with questions about 
where to go can report to 187 
Golden Gate for information. 

The agency’s continued im¬ 
provements and expansion in 
many ways means that “the fruits 
of labor are paying off,” according 
to Brown, who also expects to 
hear soon whether TARC will be 
able to secure another building at 
191 Golden Gate Avenue. 

“It’s a really exciting thing,” 
said Brown, who noted that build¬ 
ing improvements will also be aes¬ 
thetically pleasing for the neigh¬ 
borhood and better for the clients. 

While an increased need for 
HIV/AIDS services is never a good 
thing, receiving the funding to ful¬ 
fill the demands is indeed 
progress, said Brown. 

“I’m glad the community is re¬ 
sponding,” he said, “and that were 
able to meet these needs.” ▼ 
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Drag King 
case hearing 
Friday

t’s been a long time coming for 

the victims of an alleged anti- 

LGBT bashing that was com¬ 
mitted about a year and a half ago, 
but this Friday, January 23, a pre¬ 
trial hearing will take place for 
Jack Broughton, who faces a felony 
hate crime charge for allegedly as¬ 
saulting two women outside the 
San Francisco Drag King contest 
in August 2002. 

Once again anti-violence advo¬ 
cates have asked that community 
members show support for the 
victims, Yvette Balderas and Mari- 
ah Sparks. It is asked that people 
wear red and come to 850 Bryant 
Street, third floor, Department 26, 
from 9 a.m. until noon. 

Friends, family, and supporters 
have gone to the Hall of Justice 
several times since the case began, 
often to be shuffled to another 
courtroom or endure another 
delay. And while it is not certain 
that Friday’s session will see much 
action - Broughton may still have 
the option of negotiating a plea 
during pre-trial, provided he ac¬ 
cepts the hate crime conviction, 
according to sources familiar with 
the case - advocates and attorneys 
agree that a strong presence 
demonstrates to the judge that the 
community is invested in the case. 
Broughton has pleaded not guilty 
to the charges. 

“It is imperative to have 
friends, family, allies, and any 
community members to show up 
in court to send a message that 
this trial deserves nothing less 
than its day in court,” said a state¬ 
ment from Community United 
Against Violence. “This is not a 
simple assault case. Broughton 
needs to be held accountable for 
his anti-LGBT violence and bla¬ 
tant prejudice toward our very di¬ 
verse queer communities.” 
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California Democratic 
platform opposes FMA

he state Democratic Party 
adopted a platform change 
at its convention last week¬ 
end that puts the party on record 
as opposing “any federal or state 
constitutional amendment 
abridging the rights of LGBT peo¬ 
ple.” 

State Board of Equalization 
Chairwoman Carole Migden (D) 
told the Bay Area Reporter Tues¬ 
day, January 20 that she spear¬ 
headed the move after attending 
the LGBT Caucus at the conven¬ 
tion in San Jose and concluding 
that state party leaders haven’t 
taken the initiative on their own 
to go on record against antigay 
discrimination. 

“I was on a rampage,” Migden 
said. “I used to be chair of the 
platform committee. I was con¬ 
cerned - the traditional party 


doesn’t look out for queer issues 
unless we ask.” 

Migden, who’s running for the 
3rd District state Senate seat in the 
March primary, said she next 
plans to seek an addition to the 
platform specifically opposing 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” in the 
spring. 

Migden also used to be chair of 
the LGBT Caucus, and she said 
the Democratic Party needs to 
take a stand on LGBT issues. 

“I’ve been mad at Rick Santo- 
rum since last April,” she said, re¬ 
ferring to the GOP senator from 
Pennsylvania who last year un¬ 
leashed an antigay tirade in antic¬ 
ipation of the Supreme Court’s 
ruling in the Lawrence v. Texas 
sodomy case. 

Debra Walker, Northern Cali¬ 
fornia vice-chair of the LGBT 
Caucus, said that the platform 
change “was a good deal.” 

“It puts the state party on 


record as opposing the amend¬ 
ment,” Walker said. 

About 200 members of the 
California Democratic Party’s 
LGBT Caucus met at the start of 
the statewide convention January 
16 in San Jose and not surprising¬ 
ly, also unanimously adopted a 
resolution opposing the proposed 
constitutional amendment that 
would ban gay marriage across the 
country. 

The Federal Marriage Amend¬ 
ment, as it is known, is now in 
Congress. President Bush has said 
he would support it “if necessary,” 
depending on actions in state 
.. courts and legislatures over the 
issue. Massachusetts now is grap¬ 
pling with a decision issued by its 
Supreme Judicial Court last No¬ 
vember that the state must not 
discriminate against same-sex 
couples who want to get married. 
The court decision, however, 
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Gay veterans cheer state 
memorial's progress

E fforts to create a permanent 
state-sanctioned LGBT vet¬ 
erans memorial in Sacra¬ 
mento made progress over the 
past several days when Assembly¬ 
woman Christine Kehoe’s (D-San 
Diego ) AB1520 was passed by the 
Veterans Affairs Committee on 
January 13 and by the Appropria¬ 
tions Committee on Wednesday, 
January 21. The bill now heads to 
the Assembly floor. 

AB1520, originally drafted ex¬ 
clusively for LGBT veterans, was 
broadly amended to create not a 
memorial, but a commission that 
would oversee such memorials. 
The legislative revisions were nec¬ 
essary, according to Kehoe aides, 
so that the bill could survive op¬ 
position within the Veterans Af¬ 
fairs Committee, which came 
from the Assembly’s Republican 
members. 

Just as antigay groups like to 


call themselves “pro-family,” simi¬ 
lar rhetoric can be used against 
marginalized and silenced popu¬ 
lations that seek recognition and 
fair opportunity in life, noted 
AB1520 supporters, and the right- 
wing argument against inclusion 
is often cleverly disguised as an ar¬ 
gument against divisiveness. 

“It separates us as Americans 
when we identify what we are,” 
said Assemblyman Dick Moun- 
tjoy (R-Monrovia) during the 
hearing before the Veterans Affairs 
Committee. 

The sentiment - which fails to 
acknowledge the military’s long 
history of division, precisely from 
identifying itself as an exclusively 
heterosexual group - was ex¬ 
pressed along with other right- 
wing rhetoric that there is “no 
such thing as a gay veteran,” pre¬ 
sumably because the military does 
not allow openly gay soldiers. 

Nevertheless, Kehoe’s bill did 
clear two hurdles, and likely did so 
by adding the broader language. 


Specifically, AB1520 now states 
that a commission will be created 
to consider state memorials for 
any class of veterans, such as 
women, LGBTs, and others. The 
commission would authorize the 
design, construction, and dedica¬ 
tion of a memorial at recognized 
sites, and the memorial would be 
funded through private contribu¬ 
tions. 

Although Kehoe’s bill is no 
longer gay-specific, local gay vet¬ 
eran Mario Benfield, commander 
of the Alexander Hamilton Post 
448 in San Francisco, said he is 
pleased with its progress thus far. 

“I’m happy with it. It wasn’t 
exactly what we wanted but the 
creation of a new commission will 
allow all kinds of veterans to step 
forward and be recognized,” said 
Benfield. “When other veteran 
memorials come out of this com¬ 
mission, it’s going to.be on ac¬ 
count of Kehoe.” 

At the state and federal level, 
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Bush’s red meat 


jj n the eyes of conservatives, President 
I Bush saved the best for last during his 
1 State of the Union address Tuesday. In 
our mind, the president was stoking the 
coals of hatred and intolerance before 
throwing red meat on the grill: “A strong 
America must also value the institution of 
marriage.” 

The president continued, “I believe we 
should respect individuals as we take a prin¬ 
cipled stand for one of the most fundamen¬ 
tal, enduring institutions of our civiliza¬ 
tion.” 

He pointed out that Congress has al¬ 
ready taken a stand on the matter, by pass¬ 
ing the Defense of Marriage Act, which was 
signed by President Clinton in 1996. But 
then Bush lashed out at what he called (to 
use another favorite term of the religious 
right) “activist judges,” who “have begun re¬ 
defining marriage by court order, without 
regard for the will of the people and their 
elected representatives.” 

“On an issue of such great consequence, 
the people’s voice must be heard. If judges 
insist on forcing their arbitrary will upon 
the people, the only alternative left to the 
people would be the constitutional process. 
Our nation must defend the sanctity of 
marriage.” 

Religious conservatives, most of whom 
hail from the South, have used their clout 
within the administration to force the pres¬ 
ident to clearly indicate he’s willing to sup¬ 
port the Federal Marriage Amendment that 
has been introduced in Congress. That 
amendment would forever write into the 
U.S. Constitution that marriage is between a 
man and a woman, and of course, it sets a 
dangerous precedent of using our Constitu¬ 
tion to interfere with what should be a pri¬ 
vate decision between consenting adults. 
Marriage is a contract with the state and, 
while many ceremonies are performed in 
religious settings, the fact is that marriage 
comes with a license from the state not a 
church. Civil marriage between same-sex 
couples is an equal rights issue that’s not 
going to go away during this presidential 
election year. 

The homophobes like Pennsylvania GOP 
Senator Rick Santorum were beside them¬ 


selves with glee Tuesday night, blathering on 
against gay marriage. “Traditional marriage 
is the bedrock of civilization,” he exclaimed 
to MSNBC’s Chris Matthews. 

For Tony Perkins, president of the Fam¬ 
ily Research Council, the president’s 
words didn’t go far enough. “The 
president should immediately 
call upon Congress to pass an 
amendment this year to the Con- 
stitution codifying into law what - 
history and nature has taught us - 
marriage is between a man and a 
woman.” 

What the president is doing ^ 

is clear: he’s shoring up sup¬ 
port from Southern con¬ 
stituents. It is the South, more 
than any other region of the country, that is 
fixated on squelching equal rights for gays 
(just as the South was the epicenter for the 
civil rights struggles decades ago). As 
Newsweek’s Howard Fineman told 
Matthews Tuesday night, the topics dealing 



with social issues in the president’s speech - 
abstinence-only sex education, marriage 
protection, and the faith-based initiative - 
were clearly aimed at voters in the so-called 
red states, and many of those states are in 
the South - with the Midwest being the 
other part of the country the president 
was addressing. 

The Democrats challenging Bush 
for the White House have a huge hur¬ 
dle to overcome. But at this early stage 
of the primary process, it’s safe to say 
that any of the challengers would be 
preferable to Bush, as all of them 
oppose the constitutional 
amendment. While some gay 
marriage advocates have is¬ 
sued a rallying cry of their own 
to Democrats, calling on them to support 
gay marriage, the larger picture right now at 
the federal level involves preventing the con¬ 
stitutional amendment from being adopt¬ 
ed. And ultimately, that means voting Bush 
out of office in November. T 


PD SUPPORT 
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ADAP: CA’s domestic casualty?

1 ike so much else with AIDS, Governor 
Arnold Schwarzenegger’s proposed 
budget cuts to AIDS programs is a 
matter of resources, priorities, and political 
will. Given limited resources, failures in pri¬ 
orities, and political will need to be careful¬ 
ly considered, those who may have dropped 
the ball accountable. 

A rally sponsored by the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation was held January 13 
protesting Schwarzenegger’s proposal to 
place 1,400 Californians onto waiting lists 
for medications provided under the AIDS 
Drug Assistance Program. But is it just 
Schwarzenegger,, a Republican, who 
dropped the ball? 

Just last September, California Senators 
Dianne Feinstein (D) and Barbara Boxer 
(D) failed to co-sponsor Senator Charles 
Schumer’s (D-New York) amendment to an 
appropriations bill that would have added 
$214.8 million to the federal ADAP budget, 
although they subsequently voted for it. 
Schumer’s amendment was defeated, in 
part, by four Democrats who voted against 
it - Senators Thomas Carper (D-Delaware); 
Kent Conrad (D-North Dakota); Byron 
Dorgan (D-North Dakota); and most de¬ 
spicably, Zell Miller (D-Georgia), in whose 
state five people reportedly died while lan¬ 
guishing on Georgia’s ADAP waiting list - 
and by two senators running for president, 
John Edwards (D-North Carolina) and Joe 
Lieberman (D-Connecticut), who both 
failed to vote. These six Democrats dropped 
their political-will ball. 

The Bay Area Reporter noted on January 
8 that Dana Van Gorder, SFAF’s director of 
state and local affairs, estimated $24 million 
was needed to rescue California’s ADAP pro¬ 


gram in FY 2003, and another $45 million 
would be needed for FY 2004, contradicting 
SFAF’s Web site, which indicates ADAP 
needs only $25 million for California’s FY 
2004-05 budget. But another B.A.R. story on 
January 15 noted Schwarzenegger proposed 
only a 2 percent, or $6.6 million, cut to over¬ 
all HIV/AIDS funding - not $24 million, $25 
million, or $45 million. Ignoring for a mo¬ 
ment the gaping discrepancies between the 
various amounts, Van Gorder, sadly, did 
not note SFAF has already diverted 
$22.4 million - between grants paid 
and grants payable - to its African 
affiliate organization, Pangaea, 
across a two-year period ending in 
June 2003. Van Gorder also failed 
mentioning how much money 
SFAF has diverted to 
Africa for the current pe¬ 
riod ending June 2004; 
reasonable people wonder 
whether the cumulative amount sent over¬ 
seas has now reached $36 million. 

In order to fund the minimum of $22.4 
million already diverted to Africa, SFAF cut 
services to its Bay Area clients - including 
accepting fewer clients, increasing waiting 
lists for services, and providing less one-on- 
one counseling time - and simultaneously 
chopped its grantmaking support to other 
smaller Bay Area AIDS service organiza¬ 
tions, hypocritically turning its back on 
both constituencies. Between grants paid 
and grants payable, 53 percent of SFAF’s 
“program service” expenses ending in June 
2003 went to Africa. 

How did we get to a point where SFAF 
has prioritized its insatiable need to make a 
name for itself in Africa ahead of taking care 
of the health needs of San Franciscans with 
HIV/AIDS? Prioritizing global needs ahead 
of local, domestic needs seems horribly out 



of whack. 

Van Gorder called for a “huge commu¬ 
nity outcry” at the rally to oppose 
Schwarzenegger’s proposed ADAP budget. 
But where is the “huge community outcry” 
over SFAF having prioritized the diversion 
of massive millions to Africa while ignoring 
the needs of its own Bay Area neighbors? 

If the 23,900 Californians currently en¬ 
rolled in ADAP were required to pay an an¬ 
nual $500 copayment, that would raise half 
of the $24 million needed to rescue ADAP. 
SFAF could well afford making a $500 copay¬ 
ment for all 23,900, at a cost of only 
$11.9 million, which it could have 
7^0 4 taken from the $13.6 million it 
‘ ** ' sent to Africa in just the period 
ending June 2003, restoring the 
remainder to Bay Area ser¬ 
vices. Other nonprofit or¬ 
ganizations could pick up 
the remaining half, and 
there would be no need for a California 
ADAP waiting list. For that matter, some (al¬ 
though not all) ADAP clients, could afford a 
$500 copayment out of their own pocket. 

While some argue that non-governmen¬ 
tal organizations such as SFAF shouldn’t 
have to assume healthcare coverage we ex¬ 
pect from our government, it’s a matter of 
priorities. The alternative, as Van Gorder 
suggested, is to withhold ADAP medications 
completely for some Californians. Before we 
have ADAP waiting list deaths in California, 
and in order to rescue ADAP domestically, 
these and other accountability failures in 
priority-setting and political will must be 
fairly reconsidered. ▼

t may seem odd, a transgender 

woman writing about same- 
11 sex marriage. After all, most 
states allow transsexuals to get 
married when we change our 
sexes, and many of us are even 
able to skirt the issue altogether, 
and live in perfectly legal same-sex 
marriages by simply getting mar¬ 
ried before beginning transition. 
Unfortunately, it is not nearly as 
simple as all that. 

A friend of mine recently made 
the issue very plain to me. She’s a 
transgender woman in a relation¬ 
ship with another transgender 
woman. They are very deeply in 
love. This friend of mine ended up 
in the hospital, and could have 
lost her life. As I sat in the hospi¬ 
tal, it suddenly dawned on me: I 
have just as much right to be with 
her as does her partner. For that 
matter, if something were to have 
happened to her, her partner 
would have no rights whatsoever. 
Only her parents, who live a coun- 
try’s-length apart, would have any 
legal say in her affairs. 

They aren’t married, and as 
they are both the same sex in 
presentation and on their 
birth certificate, they have 
no legal right to get mar¬ 
ried in their state. 

My partner and I are 
legally married, 
and we are both 
women. We 
married back in 
a time, nearly 12 years ago, when 
we still looked like a nice hetero¬ 
sexual couple; the sort of pair that 
might make Focus on the Family 
smile with glee. 

Unfortunately, things get sticky 
now that we are a legal same-sex 
couple, existing on the fringes of 
matrimony during the great mar¬ 
riage war of ’04. 

When we tried to get insurance 
coverage for me on her company 
benefits, we faced a merry-go- 
round. You see, for spousal cover¬ 
age, they require a man and a 
woman. The company does pro¬ 
vide coverage for domestic part¬ 
ners, which is great - except in 
order for us to take advantage of 
such, we had to file DP paperwork 
that we cannot legally fill out. 
There is no third option. 

We did eventually get them to 
include me, provisionally, but 
we’ve been wary of trying this 
coverage out. What could happen 
when I need it, only to find out 
that their provisions give them 
enough room to wiggle out? Do I 
even want to bother with finding 
out? 

Another transgender woman 
friend of mine recently tied the 
knot, to a non-transgendered 
woman. The latter was also emi¬ 
grating to American to be with 


her lover. 

Of course, this led to all sorts 
of trouble; as, again, they both are 
seen as women. After months of 
struggling through the Byzantine 
rules from the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service, they then 
had to go to their county clerk and 
obtain a marriage license. 

They were denied. 

Undaunted, they wait¬ 
ed a while and went back, 
getting a different clerk 
who would issue the li¬ 
cense - only after my 
friend had her parents sign 
an affidavit that 
she was who she 
said she was, 
and had been 

born male. 

It almost feels like more of a 
struggle for those of us in this gray 
area of transgender marriage than 
if one just knew that they had no 
marriage rights. Not that any of 
the above would be willing to give 
up what we may have. 

You see, just as myriad gay, les¬ 
bian, and bisexual people are hav¬ 
ing to struggle against those who 
would deny this basic right to 
marry, so to are transgender peo¬ 
ple of all sexualities facing the loss 
of marriage rights both desired 
and long held. Those who are 
crafting Defense of Marriage Act- 
type legislation would just as eas¬ 
ily deny me and my partner our 
decade-plus of wedded bliss as 
quickly as any other same sex cou¬ 
ple. They’d also deny it to a mixed 
gender couple where one or both 
are transgender. 

In Texas in 2000, a woman 
then known as Christie Lee Little¬ 
ton was denied her right to sue the 
doctor who may have played a 
part in the death of her husband. 
The judge determined that her 
marriage was invalid, because she 
had been born male. Never mind 
that the judge determined this 
based on genetics, yet never had 
Mrs. Littleton undergone a chro¬ 
mosome test. 


J’Noel Gardnier was also a 
woman who faq;d the scrutiny of 
the legal systerrf. While she won 
the inheritance of her deceased 
husband in a court decision in 
2002, an appeal by Mr. Gardnier’s 
son in 2002 overturned that deci¬ 
sion, again determining that 
Gardnier was male in the eyes of 
the law. 

The tide turned in 2003 with 
major transgender marriage vic¬ 
tories in the United States and 
abroad, but none of these cases 
were considered in what has been 
the worst case yet. That of Jacob 
Nash and Erin Barr. 

Nash, a transsexual man in 
Ohio, attempted to get a marriage 
license. He was denied, and an ap¬ 
peals court upheld the decision. 
Judge Diane V. Grendell - the wife 
of an Ohio lawmaker working on 
a “super DOMA” for that state - 
stated in her opinion that granting 
the license would violate Ohio’s 
“clear public policy” against same- 
sex marriages. She even cited the 
“legislative history” of her hus¬ 
band’s bill. Never mind that it isn’t 
a law. 

She also used dictionary defin¬ 
itions for “man” and “woman” in 
her decision, citing their mention 
of reproductive ability as reason 
for the denial. Again, ignoring 
those many people who cannot 
reproduce and are given marriage 
licenses every day. 

The key to these three cases is 
their use of DOMA-type legisla¬ 
tion to nullify marriage rights. As 
long as these legislators define 
marriage as being between one 
man and one woman, there not 
only will be same-sex couples left 
out of the loop, but transgender 
people will be forced to live in 
liminality. T

espite the California Demo¬ 
cratic Party looking to be in 
disarray following the recall 
of Governor Gray Davis 
last fall, U.S. Senator Barbara 
Boxer (D-California), always a 
tough campaigner, looks to be in 
good shape as she seeks a third 
term this November. 

A new Field Poll released last 
week shows Boxer running well 
ahead of any of the four Republi¬ 
cans battling it out for their 
party’s Senate nomination on 
March 2.

Boxer is in a good position to 
win in November with a solid 46 
percent of California voters saying 
they back her. She is favored, al¬ 
though as many as 50 percent say 
they are inclined to vote for an¬ 
other candidate. 

Mark DiCamillo, director of 
the Field Poll, pointed out that 
“the numbers Boxer is getting 
now are good for her in that she’s 
never been like [Dianne] Fein- 
stein where a majority of Califor¬ 
nians always say they would vote 
for her. Boxer is not that kind of a 
candidate - for her to now be in 
the high 40s is very good.” 

As to the other possible Re¬ 
publican nominees, Boxer leads 
them by even larger margins, 
and with Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger’s widely-publicized 
endorsement last week of 
Jones, a conservative, 
white male who opposes 
abortion - a big issue 
in a state where a ma¬ 
jority of the voters are 
female, moder¬ 
ate to liberal, 
and favor abor¬ 
tion rights - he 
will still be an underdog to Boxer, 
long a champion of abortion 
rights. 

Jones also has a long history of 
not being able to raise funds in 
past statewide races, while Boxer 
has already raised $8.8 million by 
the end of last year and reported¬ 
ly has more than $5 million in the 
bank - nearly twice as much as she 
had at the same time point in 
1998, when she soundly defeated 
then-state Treasurer Matt Fong, 
whose campaign was equally well- 
funded. 

Though Jones, who was twice 
elected statewide, will likely 
emerge as the Republican nomi¬ 
nee against Boxer in the March 
primary, 65 percent of those vot¬ 
ers in the recent Field Poll said 
they had no opinion of him, in¬ 
cluding 64 percent within his own 
party; only 24 percent said they 
had a favorable opinion of him. 
DiCamillo said the numbers now 
showing Boxer defeating Jones, 
the likely GOP nominee, will like¬ 
ly narrow as the campaign nears 
November, but the fact that Boxer, 
a two-term senator and former 
Marin congresswoman, already 
has a high 49 percent favorable 


rating clearly makes her the early 
favorite to win re-election. 

Politics and people 
Mayor Gavin Newsom named 
Michela Alioto-Pier as his re¬ 
placement on the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors. Alioto-Pier, 
35, a niece of former Supervisor 
Angela Alioto (herself a 
mayoral candidate last 
year), is thought to be 
the first member of 
the board to use a 
wheelchair, the San 
Francisco Chronicle 
reported, as she is par¬ 
alyzed from the waist 
down as the 
result of a ski 
accident when 
she was a 
teenager. She will have to run for 
election in November to keep the 
District 2 seat, which includes the 
Marina and Pacific Heights. 

At the California Democratic 
Convention in San Jose last week¬ 
end, state Democrats, still smart¬ 
ing over the Arnold Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger landslide last fall, were busy 
taking potshots and blaming each 
other for the current state of the 
party. Clearly hoping to regroup, 
party leaders, particularly state 
Chairman Art Torres, tried to 
keep the mood of the convention 
upbeat as the delegates focused 
mostly on Senator Barbara Boxer’s 
re-election and the unseating of 
George W. Bush in November. 
But divisions were really obvious 
among the party’s top ranking of¬ 
ficials. Four top constitutional of¬ 
ficers - already positioning them¬ 
selves for the 2006 governor’s race 
- took political shots at each other 
as Torres warned “our governor 
may have been recalled, but our 
party has not been.” 

State Attorney General Bill 
Lockyer, who found himself in 
hot water with the delegates for 
having boasted that he voted for 
Schwarzenegger during the recall 


election and then casually dis¬ 
missed sexual harassment charges 
against the new governor as “frat 
boy behavior,” was met with anger 
from some women’s rights advo¬ 
cates and tried to make up for it 
by calling for an investigation into 
the allegations against the GOP 
governor. But the issue has con¬ 
tinued to haunt him, possibly 
even undercutting his position as 
the presumptive front-runner for 
the 2006 gubernatorial nomina¬ 
tion. Lockyer was actually booed 
when he addressed the women’s 
caucus at the convention. 

Controller Steve Westly, an¬ 
other potential candidate for gov¬ 
ernor in 2006, also was criticized 
for having been too cozy with the 
new Republican governor. Westly 
has signed on as co-chair for 
Schwarzenegger’s proposed $15 
billion bond measure on the 
March ballot (Proposition 57). 
Westly also took hits from a third 
possible Democratic candidate, 
Treasurer Phil Angelides,a vocal 
opponent of the bond measure. 
Angelides criticized Westly by say¬ 
ing “some star-struck Democrats 
seem to believe that we should put 
our party principles aside, but I 
am not going to kowtow to 
Arnold Schwarzenegger’s agenda.” 

Westly tried defending himself 
and his new found friendship with 
the GOP governor by answering, 
“I’m trying to solve a problem that 
we face right now; passing this 
bond measure is an issue every 
Democrat should care about.” 
Lockyer definitely spent much of 
his time at the convention doing 
damage control, but didn’t pass 
up a chance to take a swipe at 
Lieutenant Governor Cruz Bus¬ 
tamante, who Lockyer said broke 
his word when he placed his name 
on the ballot to replace Davis last 
year. “I kept my word, Cruz didn’t 
- that’s why I didn’t vote for 
Cruz,” Lockyer tried explaining to 
annoyed delegates.

“Fellow Travelers: Liberation 
Portraits” hangs at Eros through 
February 28.

The exhibit features the work 
of Mark Thompson, former editor 
of the Advocate, who has assem¬ 
bled 12 portraits of diverse gay 
men who have influenced gay life 
and culture. 

“Many of these men you will 
recognize and immediately know 
why they are in this collection, but 
I promise you, you discover indi¬ 
viduals who have paved the way 
for all of us to be here today,” said 
a statement from Eros owner Buzz 
Bense about the exhibit.

has done an important job at 
helping us remember how far we 
have come while acknowledging 
how far we still have to go.” 

As pioneers and innovators, all 
of the men depicted by Thomp¬ 
son share a common link, accord¬ 
ing to Eros senior manager of 
community relations Ken Rowe. 

“The men have really influ¬ 
enced a lot of other people,” said 
Rowe, “so there are some interest¬ 
ing intersections there.” 

Sunday’s opening reception, 
while free of charge, will include a 
plea for donations and a passing 
of the hat to benefit the San Fran¬ 
cisco LGBT Historical Society, 
which is co-sponsoring the Eros 
exhibit.

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Controversy over HIV vaccine trial

group of leading vaccine re¬ 
searchers has criticized the 
recently begun HIV vaccine 
trial in Thailand and has called for 
it to be stopped, the National In¬ 
stitutes of Health has defended the 
trial and said it will continue. 

The trial uses a combination of 
the vaccines known as ALVAC and 
AIDSVAX in what is called a 
prime/boost strategy. ALVAC 
demonstrated such poor results in 
small preliminary trials by itself 
that a planned larger trial was 
scrapped some years ago, while 
AIDSVAX proved ter offer no pro¬ 
tection by itself in a recently com¬ 
pleted large trial. 

Defenders of the trial of 16,000 
people, which began last fall, say 
that using the two products to¬ 
gether has stimulated different 
and stronger immune responses 
than those seen when either prod¬ 
uct was used separately. 

“The scientific hypothesis 
being examined in the study is 
whether a vaccine combination 
that induces both arms of the 
human immune system, cell-me¬ 
diated immunity and antibody- 
mediated immunity, will provide 
protection against HIV,” the Na¬ 
tional Institute of Allergy and In¬ 
fectious Diseases said a January 15 
statement defending the trial. 

The first goal of the trial is to 
see if such a vaccine combination 
can offer any protection against 
infection. A second goal is to see if 
those people who do become in¬ 
fected are able to mount a stronger 


immune response that results in 
slower disease progression. 

“No laboratory tests or animal 
models have been demonstrated 
to predict HIV vaccine efficacy in 
humans,” NIAID argues, “Thus, 
only human trials can determine 
efficacy.” 

The dissenters are a group of 
22 AIDS researchers, including 
some of the most prominent in 
the field, writing in an opinion 
section of the January 16 issue of 
the journal Science. 

“We doubt whether these im¬ 
munogens have any prospect of 
stimulating immune responses 
anywhere near adequate for these 
purposes” of generating immune 
control of HIV after infection, the 
researchers wrote. 

They questioned NIH’s spend¬ 
ing an estimated $119 million on 
the trial and argued that the likely 
failure could result in “a crucial 
erosion of confidence by the pub¬ 
lic and politicians in our capabili¬ 
ty of developing an effective AIDS 
vaccine.” 

The trial was developed by the 
U.S. Military HIV Research Pro¬ 
gram in collaboration with the Thai 
government and with the coopera¬ 
tion of industry. Last year the mili¬ 
tary program was brought under 
the administration umbrella of 
NIAID, which has agreed to provide 
much of the funding for the project. 

And while the trial had under¬ 
gone 11 separate reviews, includ¬ 
ing ones by the World Health Or¬ 
ganization, it had not been re¬ 
viewed by any of the NIH panels 
where those signing the article 
play a prominent role. 


Some of the tension broke 
through in a series of testy ex¬ 
changes on January 14 at a meet¬ 
ing of the AIDS Vaccine Research 
Working Group at NIAID’s 
Bethesda, Maryland offices. 

John McNeil provided the 
AVRWG with a background brief¬ 
ing on the trial. He was a senior 
member of the military team that 
set it up. He recently left the mili¬ 
tary to join the staff of the Vaccine 
Research Center at NIH. 

John Moore, a researcher at 
Cornell University and co-author 
of the Science article, was troubled 
by the scientific rationale and the 


lack of published data on earlier 
Phase II trials of the concept. 

Peggy Johnston, director of 
NIAID’s AIDS vaccine program, 
said that the data had been present¬ 
ed at scientific meetings in the same 
way as other research has been 
made public. She acknowledged 
that people can honestly disagree on 
how the data is interpreted and how 
research should move forward. 

Douglas Richman, a noted re¬ 
searcher at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia, San Diego and another co¬ 
author, said he thought that part 
of the reason why the trial is con¬ 
tinuing is politics. 

“That’s not why we did this 
trial,” McNeil curtly responded, “it 


was based on science. It was not 
an easy decision but we think it 
was the right decision.” 

All parties agree that potential 
vaccines in earlier stages of devel¬ 
opment look more promising; that 
many of these will fall out as prob¬ 
lems emerge during the develop¬ 
ment process; that any vaccine 
candidate now under considera¬ 
tion is likely to offer only partial 
protection; and that the human 
and financial demands of large 
Phase III trials, such as that in 
Thailand, are so great that only a 
few such trials will be carried out. 

While no one questions the 


scientific knowledge and judg¬ 
ment of the dissenters, many of 
them are not without a stake in 
the outcome. Canceling the Thai 
trial would increase the chances 
that another vaccine candidate, 
perhaps one that some of them 
are working on, might make it 
into a Phase III trial. 

In Thailand, Prasert 
Thongcharoen, chair of the Thai 
National AIDS Commission sub¬ 
committee on vaccine develop¬ 
ment, said they have reviewed the 
trial in light of all available evi¬ 
dence and have decided to pro¬ 
ceed with it. 

One factor influencing their 
decision is that the E clade of HIV 


is circulating in Thailand and few 
other places. There are scientific 
questions as to whether a single 
vaccine will be able to protect 
across all clades of HIV or 
whether separate vaccines will 
have to be developed fore each 
clade. “Who will do that trial for 
us if we don’t do it ourselves?” 
Thongcharoen asked. 

Some observers are concerned 
that the Thais have done such a 
good job on HIV prevention ac- 
• tivities that the rate of new infec¬ 
tions has fallen significantly. The 
reduced rate of new infections is 
the main reason why future vac¬ 
cine trials are being moved to 
Africa, where the rate of infection 
is much higher. 

There is a real possibility that 
so few participants in the Thai 
trial will become infected that re¬ 
searchers will not be able to draw 
a conclusions from the trial. 

The AVRWG has created a sub¬ 
committee chaired by Scott Ham¬ 
mer, a researcher at Columbia 
University Health Sciences, to 
offer recommendations on ways 
the Thai trial might be changed to 
yield more useful data. 

American AIDS community 
groups are divided on the trial. The 
Treatment Action Group called it 
“A mind-boggling example of 
short-sighted planning for which 
the NIH should be called to task.” 

But the AIDS Vaccine Advoca¬ 
cy Coalition worried that “cancel¬ 
lation of the trial at this point 
would send a message to other 
countries and vaccine developers 
that the U.S. government has not 
kept its commitment.” ▼

Herpes common in 
lesbians, study shows

U erpes simplex virus infec¬ 
tion is common among 
women who have sex with 
women, according to a study pub¬ 
lished in the December 2003 issue 
of Sexually Transmitted Diseases. 

Dr^eanne Mftfazzo and col¬ 
leagues from the University of 
Washington in Seattle analyzed 
medical and sexual history data 
from 392 women who reported 
having sex with a woman in the 
preceding year; the sample includ¬ 
ed both members of 71 couples. Al¬ 
though about two-thirds of the 
women self-identified as lesbian, 80 
percent reported ever having had 
sex with a man, and 28 percent had 
sex with a man in the previous year. 

The women’s blood was tested 
for antibodies against herpes sim¬ 
plex virus type 1 (HSV-1) and 
type 2 (HSV-2). HSV-1 is typical¬ 
ly associated with cold sores in or 
around the mouth, while HSV-2 is 
most often associated with blisters 
in the genital region. However, ei¬ 
ther virus can be spread from one 
area to the other, for example dur¬ 
ing oral sex. 

The researchers reported that 
nearly half (46 percent) of the 
women in the study had evidence 
of HSV-1 infection. A smaller pro¬ 
portion - 8 percent - had anti¬ 


bodies against HSV-2. HSV-2 in¬ 
fection was more common among 
women who had a history of sex 
with men; among women who 
had never had sex with a man, 
only 3 percent had HSV-2.

Most women in the study were 
not aware they were infected with 
herpes. About 70 percent of women 
with HSV-2 antibodies reported 
that they had never had an appar¬ 
ent outbreak of genital herpes, and 
a similar proportion with evidence 
of HSV-1 infection did not recall an 
outbreak of oral herpes. 

Among the population as a 
whole, it is estimated that up to 80 
percent have HSV-1 and about 20 
percent are infected with HSV-2. 
Herpes simplex viruses can be 
spread through kissing; oral, vagi¬ 
nal, or anal sex; and the use of 
shared sex toys. Transmission is 
most likely when one partner has 
open sores, although infected peo¬ 
ple can still “shed” virus even 


when they have no symptoms. 
Condoms and dental dams are 
only partially effective in prevent¬ 
ing herpes transmission. In addi¬ 
tion, touching open sores can 
spread virus from one part of the 
body to another. 

Herpes sores usually heal on 
their own within a few weeks, but 
the»virus rehrainS in the^erVecelH crl 
and can reactivate. Some people 
with herpes rarely have outbreaks 
while others - especially those 
with weakened immune systems - 
have frequent recurrences. Antivi¬ 
ral medications such as acyclovir, 
valacyclovir, or famciclovir may 
be used to speed healing and pre¬ 
vent recurrent outbreaks. 

Although rates of HSV-1 and 
HSV-2 among the women in the 
Seattle study were lower than rates 
previously reported for the popu¬ 
lation at large, the prevalence 
among women who have sex with 
women was still significant. 

“[RJoutine acquisition of 
chronic viral sexually transmitted 
diseases ... can occur at the same 
rate [in women who have sex with 
women] as in strictly heterosexu¬ 
al women,” said Marrazzo. 
“Providers should really assume 
nothing when a woman says, ‘I’m 
a lesbian’ - at least in terms of 
prior viral sexually transmitted 
disease acquisition - until a more 
complete history is taken.” T

Congressman Barney Frank (D-

The Washington Center for In¬ 
ternships and Academic Seminars, 
founded in 1975, is affiliated with 
850 colleges and universities and 
places thousands of students in 
such programs each year. It claims 
more than 30,000 alumni of the 
program. 

David Halpern had received 
excellent reviews for his work with 
the center. In the fall of 2002, 
while discussing the antigay ha¬ 
rassment that one intern had ex¬ 
perienced, he disclosed that he 
was gay, and later suggested that 
the center add to his biography his 
volunteer work with the Human 
Rights Campaign. 

Halpern subsequently received 
an application from a student at 
Calvin College, a Christian school 
in Michigan, requesting place¬ 
ment in an organization that fo¬ 
cuses on gay rights or women’s 
rights. Among the places Halpern 


sought to place the applicant was 
Frank’s office. 

That drew a reprimand from 
John Kornacki, director for con¬ 
gressional programs at the center. 
Halpern responded that he 
thought it was wrong to discrimi¬ 
nate on the basis of sexual orien¬ 
tation. He was fired the next day, 
on January 10,2003. 

The center letter of separation 
said, “Your position will end due 
to a reduction in force” because of 
reorganization. A subsequent let¬ 
ter of recommendation offered a 
glowing review, calling Halpern “a 
hardworking, loyal, punctual, and 
personable employee... [who] did 
a terrific job ” 

But there was no reorganiza¬ 
tion and the center subsequently 
hired other employees to perform 
tasks similar to those that Halpern 
had performed. 

Frank wrote to William Burke, 
president of the Washington Cen¬ 
ter, on July 21,2003. “The central

point of this is, to be very clear, 
unhappiness at the assertion that 
my office was deemed an unac¬ 
ceptable one for a student who 
had expressed interest in gay 
rights, and my additional concern 


that the individual who had rec¬ 
ommended the placement lost his 
job in circumstances that make 
me fear that his having acknowl¬ 
edged being gay and having been 
an advocate for placing an intern 
with me may have played some 
role in his dismissal.” 

Frank received a letter of ac¬ 
knowledgment but not a satisfac¬ 
tory explanation from the center. 

Halpern filed suit in the Supe¬ 
rior Court of the District of Co¬ 
lumbia on December 15. He 
claimed that the center fired him 
because of his sexual orientation, 
in violation of the D.C. Human 
Rights Act. He is seeking compen¬ 
satory and punitive damages. 

“This is no different from a 
business refusing to have a black 
cashier because they think the 
customers won’t want to buy 
something from a black person,” 
said Halpern’s attorney S. Micah 
Salb. “It’s wrong and it’s illegal in 
the District of Columbia.” T

HIV STOPS WITH ME.0RG 
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Medical marijuana group 
issues presidential report card 



While Congressman Dennis Kucinich has little chance of winning the De¬ 
mocratic presidential nomination, he's at the top of the class when it 
comes to medical marijuana.

SjjSK he Granite Staters for Med- 
H ical Marijuana recently is- 
S sued its final report card on 
the positions of presidential can¬ 
didates regarding the medical use 
of cannabis. The Manchester, New 
Hampshire-based coalition, sup¬ 
ported by the Marijuana Policy 
Project, has been closely following 
the candidates’ campaigns for sev¬ 
eral months. 

For the first time, a majority of 
the Democratic presidential con¬ 
tenders have said they oppose 
Drug Enforcement Administra¬ 
tion raids against patients who use 
medical marijuana and their care¬ 
givers. 

Representative Dennis 
Kucinich (D-Ohio) earned the 
highest grade of “A+”. Last May, 
Kucinich said he supports medical 
marijuana “without reservation,” 
and promised that if elected he 


would issue an executive order le¬ 
galizing medical use of the drug 
“as an act of compassion and ex¬ 
pression of humanity.” 

In December, Kucinich went 
further, stating that he also favors 
decriminalization of non-medical 
cannabis use by adults. “Most 
marijuana users do so responsibly, 
in a safe, recreational context,” 
reads a statement on the candi¬ 
date’s campaign Web site. His ad¬ 
ministration would work to im¬ 
plement “a drug policy that sets 
reasonable boundaries for mari¬ 
juana use by establishing guide¬ 
lines similar to those already in 
place for alcohol” and “removes 
responsible recreational users and 
medical users of marijuana from 
the criminal justice system.” 

Also receiving high grades 
were former Illinois Senator and 
Ambassador Carol Moseley 
Braun, with an “A”, and Senator 
John Kerry (D-Massachusetts), 
who earned an “A-”. Both Moseley 
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fashion, and electronics in the West! 
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Braun and Kerry indicated that 
they support federal legislation 
permitting medical use of 
cannabis - similar to laws now on 
the books in eight states - and that 
they oppose DEA raids against pa¬ 
tients in states that have such laws. 
Moseley Braun last week an¬ 
nounced she was dropping out of 
the presidential contest; she has 
urged backers to support former 
Vermont Governor Howard 
Dean. 

Like the three highest-ranked 
candidates, retired General Wesley 
Clark, who earned a “B+,” and the 
Reverend A1 Sharpton, awarded a 
“B,” also said they would stop fed¬ 
eral raids against medical 
cannabis users. 

With the exception of Clark, 
the leading candidates in the 
crowded Democratic field did not 
fare so well. Dean received a “D-,” 
while Senator John Edwards CD- 
North Carolina), Representative 
Richard Gephardt (D-Missouri), 
and Senator Joseph Lieberman 
(D-Connecticut) all earned a 
grade of “F.” [On Tuesday, follow¬ 
ing a poor showing in the Iowa 
caucuses, Gephardt withdrew 
from the presidential race.] 

Dean, a physician, garnered 
considerable criticism from advo¬ 
cates for blocking medical 
cannabis legislation in 2002 while 
he held the top Vermont office, al¬ 
though he has since softened his 
position and conceded that there 
are “appropriate uses for medical 
marijuana.” Dean has said he 
would impose a one-year morato¬ 
rium on federal raids while the 
Food and Drug Administration 
reviews scientific evidence con¬ 
cerning medicinal use of the drug. 

“We are still hopeful that Dr. 
Dean will eventually see that ar¬ 
rest and jail is never healthy for 
people who are battling cancer, 
[multiple sclerosis], or AIDS,” said 
GSMM campaign coordinator 
Aaron Houston. 

Although Edwards has said he 
would establish a commission to 
study the medicinal effects of 
cannabis, he indicated last sum¬ 
mer that he would not call off fed¬ 
eral raids against patients, stating 
“the government has a responsi¬ 
bility to enforce the laws.” 

In November, GSMM down¬ 
graded Gephardt from a “B-” after 
his campaign “reneged on a com¬ 
mitment” to clarify his position 
on medical marijuana. In 1998, 
Gephardt voted in favor of a 
House resolution opposing state 
medical cannabis laws. Last July, 
he told GSMM he supports states’ 
rights on the issue, but soon 
thereafter missed a House vote on 
a bill barring the Department of 
Justice from spending money to 
raid or arrest patients in states 
with medical marijuana laws. 

Lieberman co-sponsored the 
1998 resolution, claiming medical 
marijuana laws would “create am¬ 
biguous cultural messages about 
marijuana use,” and during an 
early December television appear¬ 
ance claimed ignorance of the fed¬ 
eral raids. 

Not surprisingly, President 
Bush - who is expected to face no 
opposition in his bid for the Re¬ 
publican nomination - also re¬ 
ceived a failing grade on the 
GSMM report card. T

You should remain under a doctor’s care when taking NORVIR and you 
should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 
You should tell your doctor about any medicine you are taking or 
planning to take because taking NORVIR with some medications 
can result in serious or life-threatening problems. 

Talk to your doctor if you have any questions about NORVIR. Your 
doctor or pharmacist can also give you more information about NORVIR. 
What is NORVIR and how does it work? 

NORVIR is in a class of medicines called the HIV protease (PRO-tee- 
ase) inhibitors. NORVIR is used in combination with other anti-HIV 
medicines to treat people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) 
infection. NORVIR is for adults and for children age 2 years and older. 
HIV infection leads to the destruction of CD 4 (T) cells, which are 
important to the immune system. After a large number of CD 4 (T) 
cells have been destroyed, acquired immune deficiency syndrome 
(AIDS) develops. 

NORVIR blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV 
to multiply. NORVIR reduces the amount of HIV in your blood and 
increases the number of CD 4 (T) cells. Patients who took NORVIR 
in clinical studies had significant reductions in both death and AIDS 
defining diseases; however NORVIR may not have these effects in 
all patients. 

Does NORVIR cure HIV or AIDS? 

NORVIR does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term 
effects of NORVIR are not known at this time. People taking 
NORVIR may still get opportunistic infections or other 
conditions that happen with HIV infection. Some of these 
conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, and 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections. 

Does NORVIR reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 
NORVIR does not reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through 
sexual contact or blood contamination. Continue to practice safe sex 
and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take NORVIR? 

• You should stay under a doctor’s care when taking NORVIR. Do 
not change your treatment or stop treatment without first talking 
with your doctor. 

• It is very important that you take NORVIR every day exactly as 
your doctor prescribed it. 

• The usual dose for adults is six 100 mg capsules or 7.5 mL of the 
oral solution twice a day (morning and night), in combination with 
other anti-HIV medicines. 

• The dosing of NORVIR may be different for you than for other 
patients. Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written 
on the label. 

• Children from 2 to 16 years of age can also take NORVIR. The 
child’s doctor will decide the right dose based on the child’s height 
and weight. 

• Take NORVIR with food if possible. 

• NORVIR Oral Solution is peppermint/caramel flavored. You can 
take it alone, or improve the taste by mixing it with 8 ounces of 
chocolate milk. Ensure®, or Advera®. NORVIR Oral Solution 
should be taken within 1 hour if mixed with these items. Ask your 
doctor, nurse or pharmacist about other ways to improve the taste 
of NORVIR Oral Solution. 

• Do not change or stop taking NORVIR without first talking with 
your health care provider. 

• When your NORVIR supply starts to ran low, get more from your 
doctor or pharmacy. This is very important because the amount of 
virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for 
even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to NORVIR 
and become harder to treat. 

• Be sure to set up a schedule and follow it carefully. 

• Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. 
Do not give NORVIR to others or take medicine prescribed for 
someone else. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of NORVIR? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of 
NORVIR, take it as soon as possible and then take your next scheduled 
dose at its regular time. If it is almost time for your next dose, wait and 
take the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. 
What happens if I take too much NORVIR? 

If you think that you took more than the prescribed dose of this 
medicine, contact your local poison control center or emergency 
room immediately. 


As with all prescription medicines, NORVIR should be kept out of 
the reach of young children. NORVIR liquid contains a large amount 
of alcohol. If a toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than 
the recommended dose of NORVIR, it could make him/her sick from 
too much alcohol. Contact your local poison control center or 
emergency room immediately if this happens. 

Who should not take NORVIR? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether NORVIR is 
right for you. 

• Do not take NORVIR if you are taking certain medicines. These 
could cause serious side effects that could cause death. Before you 
take NORVIR, you must tell your doctor about all the medicines you 
are taking or are planning to take. These include other prescription 
and nonprescription medicines and herbal supplements. 

For more information about medicines you should not take with 
NORVIR, please read the section “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD 
NOT TAKE WITH NORVIR.” 

• Do not take NORVIR if you have had a serious allergic reaction to 
NORVIR or any of its ingredients. 

Can I take NORVIR with other medications?* 

NORVIR may interact with other medicines, including those you 
take without a prescription. You must tell your doctor about all the 
medicines you are taking or are planning to take. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH NORVIR. 

• Do not take the following medicines with NORVIR because they cm 
cause serious or life-threatening problems such as irregular 
heartbeat, breathing difficulties or excessive sleepiness could occur: 

Cordarone® (amiodarone) 

Ergotamine, ergonovine, methylergonovine, and 
dihydroergotamine such as Cafergot®, 

Migranal®, D.H.E 45®, and others 
Halcion® (triazolam) 

Hismanal® (astemizole) 

Orap® (pimozide) 

Propulsid® (cisapride) 

Quinidine, also known as Quinaglute®, Cardioquin®, 
Quinidex®, and others 
Rythmol® (propafenone) 

Seldane® (terfenadine) 

Tambocor® (flecainide) 

Vascor® (bepridil) 

Versed® (midazolam) 

• Do not take NORVIR with St. John’s wort (hypericum 
perforatum), an herbal product sold as a dietary supplement or 
products containing St. John’s wort. Talk with your doctor if you 
are taking or are planning to take St. John’s wort. Taking St. John’s 
wort may decrease NORVIR levels and lead to increased viral load 
and possible resistance to NORVIR or cross-resistance to other 
antiretroviral medicines. 

• Do not take NORVIR with the cholesterol-lowering medicines 
Mevacor® (lovastatin)or.Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible 
serious reactions. There is also an increased risk of drug 
interactions between NORVIR and Lipitor® (atorvastatin); talk to 
your doctor before you take any of these cholesterol-reducing 
medicines with NORVIR. 

Medicines that may require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose 
of other medicines when you are also taking NORVIR. Remember to 
tell your doctor all medicines you are taking or plan to take. 

• The following medicines require dose reduction if taken with 
NORVIR: 

If you are taking Viagra® (sildenafil), your doctor may 
lower your dose of Viagra. 

Before you take Viagra with NORVIR, talk to your doctor about 
possible drug interactions and side effects. If you take Viagra 
and NORVIR together, you may be at risk of side effects of 
Viagra such as low blood pressure, visual changes, and penile 
erection lasting more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer 
than 4 hours, you should get medical help immediately to avoid 
permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor can explain these 
symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) to prevent 
pregnancy, your doctor should increase the dose or you should use 
a different type of contraception since NORVIR may reduce the 
effectiveness of oral contijceptives. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower 
the dose of Mycobutin. 

• Other Special Considerations: 

NORVIR oral solution contains alcohol. Talk with your doctor if 
you are taking or planning to take metronidazole or disulfiram. 
Severe nausea and vomiting can occur. 

• If you are taking both didanosine (Videx) and NORVIR: 
Didanosine and NORVIR should be separated by at least 2.5 hours. 

• Rifampin, also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or 
Rifamate®, may reduce blood levels of NORVIR. Be sure to tell 
your doctor if you are taking rifampin. 

What are the possible side effects of NORVIR? 

• This list of side effects is not complete. If you have questions about 
side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You should 
report any new or continuing symptoms to your doctor right away. 
Your doctor may be able to help you manage these side effects. 

• The most commonly reported side effects are: feeling weak/tired, 
nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, loss of appetite, abdominal pain, 
changes in taste, tingling feeling or numbness in hands or feet or 
around the lips, headache, and dizziness. 

• Blood tests in patients taking NORVIR may show possible liver 
problems. People with liver disease such as Hepatitis B and 


Hepatitis C who take NORVIR may have worsening liver disease. 
Liver problems including rare cases of death have occurred in 
patients taking NORVIR. It is unclear if NORVIR caused these 
liver problems because some patients had other illnesses or were 
taking other medicines. 

• Some patients taking NORVIR can develop serious problems with 
their pancreas (pancreatitis) which may cause death. Tell your 
doctor if you have nausea, vomiting, or abdominal pain. These 
may be signs of pancreatitis. 

• Some patients have large increases in triglycerides and cholesterol. 
The long-term chance of getting complications such as heart 
attacks or stroke due to increases in triglycerides and cholesterol 
caused by protease inhibitors is not known at this time. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in 
patients taking protease inhibitors. Some patients had diabetes 
before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients 
need changes in their diabetes medication. Others needed new 
diabetes medication. 

• Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking 
antiretroviral therapy. These changes may include increased 
amount of fat in the upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast 
and around the trunk. Loss of fat from the legs, arms and face may 
also happen. The cause and long term health effects of these 
conditions are not known at this time. 

• Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding with 
protease inhibitors. 

• Allergic reactions ranging from mild to severe have occurred in 
patients taking NORVIR. 

There have been other side effects noted in patients receiving 
NORVIR; however, these side effects may have been due to other 
medicines that patients were taking or to the illness itself. Some of 
these side effects can be serious. If you have questions about side 
effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You should report any 
new or persistent symptoms to ybur doctor immediately. 

What should I tell my doctor before taking NORVIR? 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant: The effects of 
NORVIR on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not known. 

• If you are breast-feeding: Do not breast-feed if you are taking 
NORVIR. You should not breast-feed if you have HIV. If you are a 
woman who has or will have a baby, talk with your doctor about the 
best way to feed your baby. You should be aware that if your baby 
does not already have HIV, there is a chance that HIV can be 
transmitted through breast-feeding. 

• If you have liver problems: If you have liver problems or are 
infected with Hepatitis B or Hepatitis C, you should tell your 
doctor before taking NORVIR. 

• If you have diabetes: Some people taking protease inhibitors 
develop new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Be sure 
to tell your doctor if you have diabetes or an increase in thirst 
and/or frequent urination. 

• If you have hemophilia: Some people with hemophilia have had 
increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have 
hemophilia types A and B. 

How do I store NORVIR? 

• Keep NORVIR and all other medicines out of the reach of 
children. 

• Store NORVIR Oral Solution at room temperature. Do not 
refrigerate NORVIR Oral Solution. Avoid exposing NORVIR Oral 
Solution to excessive heat or cold. 

• Refrigeration of NORVIR soft gelatin capsules by the patient is 
recommended, but not required if used within 30 days and stored 
below 77°F (25°C). Avoid exposing NORVIR soft gelatin capsules 
to excessive heat or cold.

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Conflicting views 
emerge on Desert AIDS 
Project allegations

he ex-employee of the 

| Desert AIDS Project in 
Palm Springs whose com¬ 
plaints launched an investigation 
of the agency provided details 
about the alleged misconduct by 
former Executive Director John 
Brown and others at DAP. His al¬ 
legations, however, were declared 
“false” by a major donor to DAP. 

Brown was placed on adminis¬ 
trative leave earlier this month 
until an investigation is complet¬ 
ed. Warner Engdahl, a former 
board president, has assumed the 
interim position of deputy execu¬ 
tive director. 

Ian Branyon, who worked in 
the accounting department at 
DAP from February 2001 to May 
2003, told the Bay Area Reporter 
that he “told board President 
Andy Silver about the problems 
two years ago.” Nothing was done 
about it, he said. 

Branyon said he was eventual¬ 
ly terminated by DAP. He ex¬ 
plained he was not Fired, but 
rather his “position was eliminat¬ 
ed.” He said he has not applied for 
unemployment benefits. 

The ex-employee said he is 
meeting regularly with attorney 
Marc Roberts, hired by DAP to 
conduct the investigation! Brany¬ 
on initially had misgivings about 
the attorney, since the agency 
being investigated - DAP - is pay¬ 
ing the lawyer’s fee. 

Roberts convinced Branyon 
that he would do a thorough in¬ 
vestigation of the agency, saying 
the board has “given him 
[Roberts] a free hand,” Branyon 
told the B.A.R. 

According to Branyon, “15 
people” at DAP “are implicated,” 
not just the former executive di¬ 
rector. He said originally “12 em¬ 
ployees were coming forth with 
information, but now about 70 
are doing so.” He said that’s be¬ 
cause most of the employees at 
DAP wanted to talk. 

In addition to alleged purchas¬ 
es of artwork and other items by 
Brown, Branyon accused Brown 
of misconduct involving his treat¬ 
ment of employees at DAP. Brany¬ 
on said Brown had created a cli¬ 
mate of “fear and intimidation” at 
the agency, to the point of “not al¬ 
lowing employees to talk to one 
another.” He said they would be 
“written up” for doing so. 


According to Branyon, Brown 
was making “around $150,000 a 
year, plus expenses.” He said 
Brown had his own agency credit 
card, and that expenditures were 
scrutinized only by the board - 
not by any employees. He said 
Brown also had a “car allowance” 
and other perks including a “gold¬ 
en'pMlhUte.” “ 1 ' 

Major donor 
refutes allegations 

Paul Moore is a real estate 
agent with DBL Realtors in Palm 
Springs. He has been a major 
donor to DAP for many years (a 
“Silver Partner”), has lived in the 
city for 30 years, and knows 
Brown very well, as well as all the 
board members. 

Moore told the B.A.R. that he 
“fully supports Brown and the 
board,” and said Brown will be ex¬ 
onerated once the investigation 
has been completed. Moore said 
that Branyon had taken docu¬ 
ments from the agency, but 
stressed that the papers don’t 
show much of anything. 

According to Moore, Branyon 
was hired as a low level account¬ 
ing person by John O’Brien, th* 
former finance director who 
pleaded guilty in 2002 to bilking 
the agency of more than 
$120,000. 

Moore referred to Branyon as 
“a disgruntled employee who has 
a history of leaving jobs, and then 


making complaints against for¬ 
mer employers.” He also com¬ 
plained about KCBS, Channel 2 
News in Thousand Palms (which 
broke the story), mentioning its 
lack of any investigation into the 
allegations made by Branyon. 

The B.A.R. asked DAP for a re¬ 
sponse to Branyon’s allegations. 
However, DAP 'declmedl^rther 
comment on the allegations or on 
the progress of Roberts’s inves¬ 
tigative work. 

Spokeswoman Kimberly 
Nichols stated: “Our focus is on 
resolving the investigation and the 
allegations surrounding it. We 
hope to have the answers we need 
on January 27.” 

Branyon also said the inspector 
general at the U.S. Health and 
Human Services Agency is con¬ 
ducting its own investigation. He 
said that HHS is involved because 
there could be “some fraud in¬ 
volved” with federal grants to 
DAP. 

U.S. Representative Mary Bono 
(R-Palm Springs) continues to be 
a strong supporter of DAP. The 
agency has selected Bono to re¬ 
ceive the 2004 Steve Chase Hu¬ 
manitarian Award for Arts and 
Activism at a gala on February 7. 
She is being recognized for her 
work on behalf of HIV/AIDS, in¬ 
cluding supporting restoration of 
funds to the Ryan White CARE 
Act Title III appropriation for fis¬ 
cal year 2004. ▼

people. 

“I am outraged to be fired,” 
said Jones. “To be without a job at 
the age of 49 is pretty frightening.” 

Due to health problems from 
being HIV-positive, Jones re¬ 
signed as executive director of the 
Names Project in 1990. In return, 
Jones claims he had a verbal 
agreement with the board that he 
would be employed as the pro¬ 
ject’s founder for life and receive a 
yearly salary and health benefits. 
For the last five years, he said he 
has been paid $41,500 a year. 

In return, Jones acted as a 
spokesman for the quilt, helped to 
raise funds for the project, and has 
served as an adviser to the board. 
He said he has been dismayed for 
the last several years that the quilt 
has not been used to fight a resur¬ 
gence of AIDS and HIV. 

“This powerful weapon against 
HIV is not being used,” he said. “It 
is unconscionable for it to be al¬ 
lowed to sit in a warehouse.” 

Julie Rhoad, the Names Pro¬ 
ject’s executive director since 
2000, declined to comment as to 
why Jones was fired, saying she 
had yet to review the lawsuit. 

“Until we see the lawsuit, we 
can’t comment,” said Rhoad. 
“Once we receive this and counsel 
has a chance to review it, we cer¬ 
tainly will be in touch.” 

Last summer, as Jones criss¬ 
crossed the nation raising funds in 
hopes of displaying the quilt on 
the D.C. Mall this October, he said 
he began to question the manage¬ 
ment policies of the foundation 
and the validity of statements 
made by Rhoad. 

According to the lawsuit, 
Rhoad informed Jones that Terje 
Anderson, executive director of 
the National Association for Peo¬ 
ple with AIDS, expressed opposi¬ 
tion to displaying the quilt. Jones 
ran into Anderson at the group’s 
conference in Denver last summer 
and learned he had actually ex¬ 
pressed support. 

“He told Julie she needs to do a 
better job of talking to people in 
Washington,” said Jones. 

By July, Jones became con¬ 
vinced that Rhoad and board 
President Edward Gatta had no 
desire to display the quilt. Rhoad 
declined to comment on whether 
the project will display the quilt 
this fall.

“The board management came 
up with every excuse for doing less 
and less,” said Jones. “They need 
to be working harder. There is no 
fundraising going on. The board 
and executive director do not raise 
money.” 

Last September, Jones sent the 
board a letter detailing his con¬ 
cerns with the agency and its 
management policies and deci¬ 
sions. In return, he said, in Octo¬ 
ber Names Project officials in¬ 
formed him he was no longer au¬ 
thorized to raise funds for the 
quilt and issued a “gag order” for¬ 
bidding him to contact board 
members. 

By that point, Jones had al¬ 
ready secured $2 million in fund¬ 
ing pledges to display the quilt. 
Later in October, Jones said he 
flew to Atlanta to meet with the 
board and a mediator but they re¬ 
fused to see him. 

Then in an e-mail sent to him 
on New Year’s Eve by the project’s 
attorney, Jones said he was termi¬ 
nated, effective immediately. This 
week he filed suit not only to get 
his job back but to also see the re¬ 
turn of the quilt to San Francisco. 

Alioto said that if Jones had 
not written his letter to the board, 
“he would have his job today. That 
is illegal.” 

She said the lawsuit is not 
about extracting money out of the 
Names Project. Instead, she said 
she wants to “get Cleve his job 
back and get the quilt back to San 
Francisco with him in charge.” 

On Wednesday Jones disputed 
claims that displaying the quilt in 
D.C. in October 1996, the last time 
the quilt was displayed in its en¬ 
tirety, bankrupted the organiza¬ 
tion. 

He said he opposed plans to 
expand the staff at that time, 
knowing financial support would 
taper off due to the fact “after the 
display people were exhausted. We 
needed to give them a break.” 

Ignoring his objections, the 
project expanded in January 1997 
and by June of that year began lay¬ 
offs. 

“They are still in debt,” said 
Jones this week. 

Rhoad declined to discuss the 
organization’s financial status. In¬ 
stead, she referred all questions to 
the Web site www.Guidestar.com. 

In 2001 the project reported 
revenue of nearly $ 1.6 million, ex¬ 
penses of more than $1.4 million 
and disclosed $307,372 in liabili¬ 
ties with nearly $149,000 in assets. 


Jones said Wednesday the or¬ 
ganization has refused to show 
him its current financial state¬ 
ments and is not certain if the 
project is solvent or in debt. 

According to the Names Pro¬ 
ject’s Web site, the quilt was con¬ 
ceived in November 1985 by 
Jones, a longtime San Francisco 
gay rights activist. Since the 1.978 
assassinations of gay San Francis¬ 
co Supervisor Harvey Milk and 
Mayor George Moscone, Jones 
had helped organize the annual 
candlelight march honoring the 
fallen men. 

While planning the 1985 
march, Jones learned that over 
1,000 San Franciscans had been 
lost to-AIDS. He asked each of his 
fellow marchers to write on plac¬ 
ards the names of friends and 
loved ones who had died of AIDS. 
At the end of the march, Jones and 
others stood on ladders taping the 
placards to the walls of the San 
Francisco Federal Building. The 
wall of names looked like a patch- 
work quilt. 

Inspired by this sight, Jones 
and friends made plans for a larg¬ 
er memorial. A little over a year 
later, he created the first panel for 
the AIDS Memorial Quilt in 
memory of his friend Marvin 
Feldman. In June 1987, Jones 
teamed up with Mike Smith and 
several others to formally organize 
the Names Project Foundation. 

When the board decided to 
move the entire operation to At¬ 
lanta, Jones said “I couldn’t believe 
it that they were taking the quilt 
out of San Francisco.” 

In April 2001 when the quilt 
left San Francisco, Jones told the 
B.A.R. that while he was sad to 
know that the quilt was no longer 
in the city, it never really stayed in 
San Francisco, “or else we would¬ 
n’t be doing our job.” 

“The facility on Townsend was 
little more than a holding center,” 
said Jones in 2001. “The quilt is al¬ 
ways out being displayed some¬ 
where.” 

Three years later, Jones now 
complains that the quilt is never 
displayed. He suspects that the 
board’s true desire is to house the 
quilt in a museum somewhere 
“where people can go to feel good 
about feeling bad. I find that of¬ 
fensive.” 

With AIDS deaths and HIV in¬ 
fection rates on the rise around 
the world, Jones said such an idea 
“is like building a Holocaust mu¬ 
seum in 1939.” ▼ 


need to get out of the gay ghettos 
and go out into the heartland,” ex¬ 
plained McKay. “The majority is 
moving in our direction. It is our 
job to do that public awareness 
and outreach to make it happen.” 

Next year’s Tournament of 
Roses Parade in Pasadena may 
also become another avenue to 
spread the message of marriage 
equality. The parade’s theme will 
be a celebration of the family and 
gay groups are in talks to. either 
enter their own float or place gay 
families on floats sponsored by 
gay-friendly companies. Held on 
January 1, the parade will also 
herald the day AB205, the sweep¬ 
ing domestic partners bill former 
Governor Gray Davis signed into 
law last fall, takes effect. 

“AB205 was really important so 
that the rights and responsibilities 
the state gives to married couples 
be provided to same-sex couples 
and their families in California. But 
it is not full equality,” said Geoff 
Kors, Equality California’s executive 
director. “That is what people want, 
what people deserve, and Califor¬ 
nia needs to honor its promise of 
full equality for everyone.” 

Hard fight ahead 

While gay marriage supporters 


will not rule out the chance of 
success this year, they acknowl¬ 
edge it will not be an easy fight. 

“I think it’s going to be a leg¬ 
islative battle that will be much 
more difficult than we faced in the 
past and one that may take more 
time than some in the past,” said 
Kors. 

As the issue of gay marriage 
heats up in statehouses across the 
country, and Congressional Re¬ 
publicans push a constitutional 
amendment to ban same-sex mar¬ 
riage, the issue has been seized 
upon by President Bush as he 
seeks re-election and tries to shore 
up his base. Yet that strategy could 
backfire, as conservative groups 
have already assailed the president 
for his tepid support of the 
amendment proposal. 

Leno said he doesn’t see his gay 
marriage bill as being a handicap 
to the Democratic presidential 
contenders. While they will un¬ 
doubtedly be pushed to comment 
on his bill, Leno noted the front¬ 
runners have already stated they 
do not support gay marriage. And 
while Republicans assail U.S. Sen¬ 
ator Barbara Boxer (D-California) 
as being too liberal, Leno noted 
even she doesn’t support gay mar-

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Little in State of 
the Union for gays

resident Bush wrapped 
himself in the mantle of 
commander in chief as he 
kicked off his re-election bid in 
the State of the Union address 
Tuesday, January 20. Gays had lit¬ 
tle to cheer about. 

Much of the domestic focus 
played to his conservative base. 
One key element was a forceful re¬ 
statement of his belief that mar¬ 
riage is between a man and a 
woman and an attack on what he 
called “activist judges” who threat¬ 
en to bring gay marriage. But he 
stopped short of endorsing the 
Federal Marriage Amendment. 

Last year he surprised many 
with his African AIDS initiative. 
This year AIDS, both foreign and 
domestic, was not even men¬ 
tioned. Instead Bush announced a 
doubling of funding for absti¬ 
nence programs to prevent young 
people from becoming infected 
with sexually transmitted diseases. 
And he again pushed for his faith- 
based initiative “so people of faith 
can know that the law will never 
discriminate against them again.” 

Bush vigorously defended the 
Defense of Marriage Act, passed in 
1996 with wide bipartisan support 
and signed into law by President 
Clinton, that “protects marriage 
under federal law as the union of a 
man and a woman, and declares 
that one state may not redefine 
marriage for other states.” 

“Activist judges, however, have 
begun redefining marriage by 
court order, without regard for the 
will of the people and their elect¬ 
ed representatives,” the president 
said. “On an issue of such great 
consequence, the people’s voice 
must be heard. If judges insist on 
forcing their arbitrary will upon 
the people, the only alternative left 
to the people would be the consti¬ 
tutional process. Our nation must 
defend the sanctity of marriage.” 

While the chamber applauded, 
the volume seemed muted, sug¬ 
gesting that even some Republicans 
were not eager to take on this issue. 

The president seemed to imply 
that there was to be no gay bash¬ 
ing in debating this issue when he 
said, “The outcome of this debate 
is important, and so is the way we 


conduct it. The same moral tradi¬ 
tion that defines marriage also 
teaches that each individual has 
dignity and value in God’s sight.” 

Pundits could not recall when 
a president had ever spoken be¬ 
fore of sexually transmitted dis¬ 
eases in an address to Congress. 
But that did not deter Bush. 

“Each year, about 3 million 
teenagers contract sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases that can harm 
them or kill them or prevent them 
from ever becoming parents,” he 
said in proposing to “double feder¬ 
al funding for abstinence programs 
so schools can teach this fact of life: 
Abstinence for young people is the 
only certain way to avoid sexually 
transmitted diseases.” 

Gays and lesbians who stayed 
tuned for the Democratic re¬ 
sponse hoping for a defense on 
these issues were sadly disap¬ 
pointed, even though it was deliv¬ 
ered by Senate leader Tom 
Daschle (D-South Dakota) and 
one of the most pro-gay members 
of Congress, House leader Nancy 
Pelosi (D-San Francisco). 

There was not one word on 
HIV or on any gay issue in Bush’s 
speech even though press ac¬ 
counts in the days leading up to 
the address noted a slight increase 
in domestic AIDS funding in the 
president’s proposed budget and 
his intent to defend traditional 
marriage. 

Senator John Kerry (D-Massa- 
chusetts), the upset winner in the 
Democratic caucuses in Iowa the 
previous day, defended his 1996 
vote against DOMA in an inter¬ 
view on ABC News. He called his 
vote a denouncement of the “gay 
bashing” that took place during 
the Senate debate on that legisla¬ 
tion. He was one of only 14 sena¬ 
tors to vote against the bill. How¬ 
ever, Kerry said that when it 
comes to gay marriage, “I have the 
same position as the president.” 

The LGBT community reacted 
to the evening’s speech with dis¬ 
may. 

Log Cabin Republicans 
spokesman Mark Mead said that 
Bush “was elected by bringing 
Americans together.” Supporting 
the FMA “is not in keeping with 
this pledge. ...It is not necessary, it 
is not conservative, and we urge 
the president not to engage in a 


culture war, the same kind of cul¬ 
ture war that doomed his father’s 
re-election efforts.” 

The organization has gone on 
record as saying that it would not 
endorse any candidate who sup¬ 
ports the FMA. 

“President Bush has proved 
that he doesn’t care about gay 
families, he just doesn’t,” said Dave 
Noble, executive director of Na¬ 
tional Stonewall Democrats. “He’s 
completely ignorant of the reality 
that gay families have existed 
throughout American history.” 

“The bottom line is that gay 
Americans live in more than 99 
percent of the counties in this 
country, and more than 1 million 
children are being raised by same- 
sex couples,” said Cheryl Jacques, 
president of the Human Rights 
Campaign. 

She said the president also 
“misrepresented the proper role of 
the courts in protecting rights and 
freedoms by criticizing ‘activist 
judges,”’ though she did acknowl¬ 
edge that Bush did not explicitly 
endorse the antigay FMA. 

But Bush’s rhetorical denuncia¬ 
tion of gay marriage didn’t satisfy 
the far right. The Family Research 
Council’s Tony Perkins was disap¬ 
pointed. He said the president 
“promised to help the families of 
America - after the bomb goes off 
and the damage is done.” He urged 
Bush to press for the FMA now. 

The reaction from the AIDS 
community was of equal disap¬ 
pointment. 

“It’s like, ‘Where’s Waldo?’ - 
what happened to AIDS?” which 
was a focus of the president’s ad¬ 
dress just a year ago, said Paul 
Feldman spokesman for the Na¬ 
tional Association of People With 
AIDS. 

As gay conservative Andrew 
Sullivan noted on his blog, “$23 
million for drug testing children 
in schools? A tirade against 
steroids? More public money for 
religious groups? Abstinence only 
for prevention of STDs? Whatever 
else this president is, he is no be¬ 
liever in individuals running their 
own lives without government 
regulation, control, or aid. If 
you’re a fiscal conservative or a so¬ 
cial liberal, this was a speech that 
succeeded in making you take a 
second look at the Democrats.” T

riage at this time. Boxer is up for 
re-election in November. 

“It is a non-issue. None of the 
presidential candidates support it. 
It should not interfere” with the 
presidential race, Leno said. 

LGBT groups have said they 
intend to use the issue to test just 
how supportive state legislators 
are of gay rights. Equality Califor¬ 
nia, the statewide LGBT lobbying 
group, repeatedly asks lawmakers 
for their stance on gay marriage in 
questionnaires. And some have 
been able to duck the question. 

“We know there are many who 
have told us they support it un¬ 
conditionally and many who sup¬ 
port full equality but are still un¬ 
decided on marriage,” said Kors. 
“They have been able to answer 
.that because there’s never been a 
bill they have to address. It is time 
for them to address it.” 

McKay views the gay marriage 
bill as a way to create an environ¬ 


ment where politicians who claim 
to be gay friendly must put their 
mouth where the gay money is. 

“We need to close that gap be¬ 
tween the people who say they are 
for full gay equality but don’t sup¬ 
port gay marriage. It is time peo¬ 
ple declare themselves an ally or 
an enemy,” said McKay. “GLBT 
people should hold their politi¬ 
cians accountable. We need to re¬ 
ally push politicians to stop speak¬ 
ing outside both sides of their 
mouth.” 

Republican Governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger is clearly one of 
those “fence-sitters” being target¬ 
ed. While he has been described as 
pro-gay, he reportedly would not 
have signed AB205. If they can get 
Leno’s bill before the governor, 
gay rights activists will be forcing 
him to take a public stand on the 
issue. 

“The only way those answers 
will come is if something is hap¬ 
pening. He is not going to take a 
stand on something that doesn’t 
exist,” said Kors. “I think from his 
limited statements he believes 


marriage is between a man and a 
woman and part of our effort 
moving forward is going to be to 
educate him and hopefully gain 
his support.” 

And if it doesn’t happen this 
fall, activists insist the issue will 
arise year after year until they are 
successful either in having him 
sign the bill or ousting him from 
office. 

“If we can’t gain his support 
then the gay community needs to 
be very focused that the next gov¬ 
ernor is someone who will sign a 
bill like this,” said Kors. T

Lipodystrophy: 

Separating fat from fiction

ipodystrophy is a general 
term referring to both the 
accumulation and loss of fat 
caused my HIV and HIV medica¬ 
tions. Specifically, lypoatrophy is 
the loss of fat and most often oc¬ 
curs in the arms, legs, buttocks, 
and face. This type of fat is called 
adipose and lies just below the sur¬ 
face of the skin (subcutaneous 
layer). Lypohypertrophy is the ad¬ 
dition of excess fat, most often 
seen in the neck, breasts, and ab¬ 
domen. This is deep tissue ( viscer¬ 
al) fat, which lies under muscle 
and surrounds the organs. Al¬ 
though not completely under¬ 
stood, it appears that the 
gain and loss of fat are ac¬ 
tually two unrelated 
processes. The fat is not 
being “redistributed” from 
one part of the body to an¬ 
other. 

So what ex¬ 
actly is going on 
here? Lypodys- 
trophy rarely occurs in the ab¬ 
sence of HIV medications and 
older age seems to be associated 
with a higher degree of risk. This 
is probably a result of naturally 
occurring mutations in DNA. In 
addition, it appears that males are 
more likely to lose fat in the limbs 
and females more likely to gain fat 
in the abdomen. Current research 
is now placing the blame on the 
damage that these medications do 
to mitochondrial DNA. A mito¬ 
chondria is like a mini-organ, 
called an organelle, found in each 
of our cells and is responsible for 
the cell’s metabolism. These mito¬ 
chondria carry their own DNA, 
separate from the DNA found in 
the nucleus of the cell. The class of 
HIV drugs, known as NRTIs may 
be causing the majority of this 
damage. Zerit, also known as d4T, 
is believed to be this biggest cul¬ 
prit. Simply replacing d4T with 
another drug in that class, such as 
abacavir (Ziagen), may result in 
an increase of subcutaneous fat. 

Numerous treatments have 
been proposed with mixed results. 
The use of human growth hor¬ 
mone was found to be helpful in 
reducing visceral, abdominal fat, 
but the fat returned after treat¬ 
ment was discontinued and may 
increase the wasting of subcuta¬ 
neous fat. In addition, side effects 
such as hyperglycemia (high 
blood sugar), sore joints, and fluid 
retention are common. The use of 
insulin-sensitizing drugs have 
been found to be somewhat help¬ 
ful in reversing subcutaneous fat 
loss among those individuals with 
a predisposition to Type 2 dia¬ 
betes but seemed to have little af¬ 
fect on visceral fat. One other 
treatment involves the use of an¬ 
drogens (sex steroids), such as 
testosterone, and was found to be 
helpful in reducing visceral ab¬ 
dominal fat. However, this effect 
was primarily seen in men who 
had very low levels (<250ng/dL) 
of testosterone. Make sure your 
doctor measures your testosterone 
level. Low levels may also cause 
general anxiety and a decreased 
sex drive. Lastly, exercise, particu¬ 
larly aerobic exercise, can help to 
reduce increases in abdominal fat 
but may also contribute to wast¬ 
ing from other areas of the body. 

Mitochondrial damage can be 
detected by measuring the level of 
lactic acid, a byproduct of anaero¬ 


bic metabolism, within the blood. 
The build up of lactic acid is what 
gives us that common soreness in 
our muscles after a hard work out. 
In very large amounts, lactic acid 
can be dangerous and potentially 
fatal. 

Several supplements available 
over the counter may be helpful in 
minimizing or repairing mito¬ 
chondrial damage. Carnitine is an 
amino acid found mainly in meat 
and dairy products. It is required 
by every cell for the transport of 
fatty acids in the mitochondria. 
Supplementation with carnitine 
has been found to be helpful in the 
treatment of neuropathy and in 
muscle weakness/degenera¬ 
tion caused by mito¬ 
chondrial damage. It can 
also reduce the rate at 
which CD4 and CD8 
cells naturally die off. There is 
no recommended daily al¬ 
lowance (RDA) for carni¬ 
tine but most 
recommend 
supplementa¬ 
tion with 1,000- 
4,000 mg in divided doses and it is 
best taken on an empty stomach. 

Another supplement, the co¬ 
enzyme Q10 (CoQlO), may also 
be helpful, since many HIV med¬ 
ications are known to deplete it 
from the body. No RDA has been 
established but recommendations 
range between 30-120 mg per day. 
Two other supplements, alpha 
lipoic acid and N-acetyl-cysteine 
(NAC), have been suggested as 
well. However, large amounts may 
be harmful and should not exceed 
1,200 mg/day for alpha lipoic acid 
and 3,000 mg/day of NAC. 

There are a number of cosmet¬ 
ic procedures that have been 
specifically designed or adapted to 
address lipodystrophy. The most 
commonly performed cosmetic 
procedure, liposuction, is not gen¬ 
erally considered a good option. 
Normally it is used to remove sub¬ 
cutaneous (adipose) fat and not 
the deeper visceral fat that is more 
common with lipodystrophy. 
However, for those individuals 
who have developed an excess of 
fat in the neck and shoulders, 
known as buffalo hump, a new 
procedure called ultrasonic assist¬ 
ed liposuction (UAL) can be use¬ 
ful because it is capable of remov¬ 
ing fat from fibrous areas of the 
body. Since buffalo hump may in¬ 
terfere with the normal move¬ 
ment of the neck and shoulders, 
UAL, unlike most other cosmetic 
procedures, may be covered by in¬ 
surance. 

While advances in HIV treat¬ 
ments have literally brought some 
people back from the near dead, 
the effects of wasting can be seri¬ 
ously traumatic, even if they aren’t 
life-threatening. The erosion of 
self-image and self-esteem, cou¬ 
pled with the resulting stigmatiza¬ 
tion are a serious concern and 
should not be viewed as vain or 
superficial. In addition to our own 
obvious desire to look our best, 
public perceptions of an individ¬ 
ual with serious facial wasting can 
often interfere with one’s ability to 
make a living and the develop¬ 
ment of healthy social/romantic 
interactions. Cosmetic procedures 
that address lipodystrophy are 
usually limited to the face and in¬ 
clude temporary, semi-perma¬ 
nent, and permanent fillers. 

Current procedures 

The skin is divided into three 


layers, the epidermis, dermis, and 
hypodermis. Most fillers are in¬ 
jected into the mid layer, the der¬ 
mis. Here is a list of the major 
procedures currently performed, 
along with their advantages and 
disadvantages. 

1. Fat grafting - Fat is liposuc- 
tioned from one area of the body 
(such as the buttocks) and inject¬ 
ed into the area to be filled. Gen¬ 
eral anesthesia and an overnight 
stay in the hospital are required. 
Though this may seem like the 
most “natural” option, the results 
are often temporary because the 
body often quickly reabsorbs this 
fat. Available in the U.S., the cost 
is $200-$500 per cc. Fat grafts, 
which involve transferring a sec¬ 
tion of skin along with the under¬ 
lying fat from one area of the body 
to another, are more likely to have 
a longer effect but they also in¬ 
volve an increased risk of infec¬ 
tion. 

2. Hard silicone implants - 
This involves the use of a fixed, 
firm prosthetic device. The results 
are permanent and very useful in 
filling large sunken areas. Howev¬ 
er, these may leave noticeable 
edges around the implant and 
usually require the use of an addi¬ 
tional filler for a more natural ap¬ 
pearance. Available in the U.S., the 
cost is $l,200-$5,000 per proce¬ 
dure. 

3. Silicone gel or oil - Known 
as liquid injectible silicone (LIS) 
and marketed under the name Sil- 
Skin, this technique involves the 
injection of small amounts of liq¬ 
uid silicone directly into the skin. 
The silicone is then encapsulated 
by fibrous tissue and becomes 
fixed in place. However, inflam¬ 
matory responses, sometimes oc¬ 
curring many weeks after the pro¬ 
cedure, have been known to occur. 
This can lead to discoloration and 
the formation of granulomas 
(nodules of granulated, inflamed 
tissue). In addition, liquid sili¬ 
cone, which has not been ap¬ 
proved by the FDA for this pur¬ 
pose, has been known to migrate 
to other parts of the body. There 
is a fairly new procedure that uti¬ 
lizes “microdroplets” of silicone, 
which may possibly be safer. How¬ 
ever, I personally have doubts 
about the practitioner’s ability to 
inject enough material in such 
small doses. Whether or not these 
smaller amounts will eventually 
result in inflammation is also un¬ 
known. LIS is not approved in the 
U.S., Europe, or Canada. The cost 
is $500-$3,000 per session. 

4. Teflon paste - The use of this 
material is not recommended as it 
has led in many cases to severe 
and chronic infections and has re¬ 
quired its removal from most pa¬ 
tients after several months. 

5. Radiance (Bioform) - When 
injected, this material works by 
promoting the formation of nat¬ 
ural collagen, filling the area being 
treated. It is currently being evalu¬ 
ated by the FDA. However, be¬ 
cause it costs $1,000-$ 1,600 per 
cc, and requires somewhere be¬ 
tween 20-50 ccs, Bioform is im¬ 
practical for most cases of facial 
wasting. 

6. Artecoll (PMMA) - This 
substance has been used in Brazil 
for several years with mixed re¬ 
sults. Most people require more 
than one session and, because it is 
not removable, there is a risk of 
injecting too much material. 
Though some people have had 
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N-9 condoms

an e-mail, “Condoms lubricated 
with the spermicide N-9 offer an 
important option for family plan¬ 
ning where pregnancy protection 
is the primary need, and we in¬ 
tend to continue making them 
available to consumers. 

“The decision by Durex to re¬ 
move N-9 lubricated condoms 
from the market is their business 
decision and we respect it,” the 
spokesman continued. “Their 
communication to the retail trade 
indicated the decision was based 
on their projected global demand 
for these products. ARMKEL sees 
a continued demand in North 
America for N-9 condoms for 
consumers whose primary con¬ 
cern is family planning.” 

ARMKEL’s parent corporation 
is Church and Dwight, the makers 
of a number of brands including 
Arm & Hammer products. 

. Kline wrote that N-9 condoms 
provide users with “a secondary 
means of pregnancy protection if 
the condom is used incorrectly 
and, as a result, some semen spills 
outside the condom ” 

Ironically, to back up his claim, 
Kline attributed the World Health 
Organization: “The World Health 
Organization agrees that over-the- 
counter vaginal contraceptive 
drug products containing N-9 
provide a valuable contraceptive 
option,” Kline wrote. 

The spokesman did not men¬ 
tion that the WHO summarized 
in its exhaustive N-9 report that 
N-9 condoms “should no longer 
be promoted” and that N-9 added 
to condoms does not provide any 
additional contraceptive benefit. 
Kline added that ARMKEL re¬ 
vised its labeling to ensure that N- 
9 condoms are used appropriately. 

Durex’s owner, SSL Interna¬ 


tional, cited the WHO in a state¬ 
ment released on Tuesday, January 
20: “SSL is anticipating a material 
reduction in demand for spermici- 
dally-lubricated condoms follow¬ 
ing a recent WHO report which 
questioned the level of additional 
protection provided by such con¬ 
doms when compared to non- 
spermicidally lubricated condoms. 

“In light of this, SSL decided to 
discontinue using the spermicide 
N-9 in our condom manufactur¬ 
ing process after December 2003. 


As a result of this action, SSL will 
stop offering spermicidally lubri¬ 
cated condoms for sale and distri¬ 
bution.” 

Company praised 

In a statement released last 
week, Koretz praised Durex: 
“Durex has put the health of their 
customers ahead of profits and 
market share; and in so doing, 
they have protected the integrity 
of their brand. I commend Durex 
Consumer Products for respond¬ 
ing to the compelling evidence 
that spermicide coated condoms 
are a risk to public health.” 

Said Forbes, “Our message has 
been to affirm the correct and 
consistent use of regular condoms 
as effective against pregnancy and 
sexually transmitted infections, but 
to discourage the use of N-9 coat¬ 
ed condoms as a health risk with 


no proven benefit of additional 
protection against pregnancy.” 

Durex joins the number four 
condom maker, Oakland-based 
Mayer Laboratories, the makers of 
Kimono and Maxx condoms, 
which decided in 2002 to stop 
making N-9 condoms. 

In March 2003, Koretz intro¬ 
duced Assembly Joint Resolution 
16 urging the FDA, manufactur¬ 
ers, and retailers to end the pro¬ 
duction and sale of N-9 condoms 
“while preserving the use of N-9 


as an over-the-counter vaginal 
spermicide until safer replace¬ 
ment can be developed.” AJR 16 
was co-authored by San Francisco 
Assemblyman Mark Leno (D). In 
September 2002, when he was a 
San Francisco supervisor, Leno 
asked the city attorney to draft an 
ordinance that would ban the sale 
of N-9 lubricants in the city. That 
proposed legislation was mooted 
after manufacturers, under the 
heat of public pressure, voluntar¬ 
ily stopped making N-9. 

With the support of Assembly 
Speaker Herb Wesson (D-Los An¬ 
geles) and a coalition of health pol¬ 
icy organizations, Koretz convinced 
California’s highest ranking public 
health official, Health Services Di¬ 
rector Diana M. Bonta, RN, Dr. 
P.H., to send a letter to the com¬ 
missioner of the FDA calling for the 
removal of N-9 from condoms. ▼

successful results, Artecoll relies 
heavily on the subtle skill of the 
practitioner injecting it. Even with 
the best doctor, some individuals 
have had inflammatory responses 
and developed excess scar tissue 
formation. It is not approved in 
the U.S. but is currently in use in 
Canada. Cost is between $400 - 
$900 per cc. 

7. New fill (polylactic acid) - 
This biocompatible, synthetic 
polymer also promotes the forma¬ 
tion of natural collagen and has 
had good-looking results. It re¬ 
quires three to five sessions for 
moderate facial wasting and costs 
between $600-$800 per cc. Touch- 
ups maybe needed after one year. 
Unfortunately, there is a reason¬ 
able likelihood that at least a por¬ 
tion of the compound will be re¬ 
absorbed within three to six 
months, making it somewhat im¬ 
practical for lasting conditions 
such as facial wasting. New Fill is 
not yet approved by the FDA but 
is currently in use in Europe. 

8. Polyalkymade gel (Bio-Al- 
camid) - This material has been 
used in Italy for over six years and 
provides lasting results in one to 
three sessions. Of all the synthetic 
substances currently in use, this 
one appears to be the safest, pro¬ 
ducing repeatedly reliable and sta¬ 
ble results. The compound is 97 
percent water and can fairly easily 
be removed if too much is inject¬ 
ed. Though temporary redness 
and soreness at the injection site is 
to be expected, it is unlikely to 
produce any kind of inflammato¬ 
ry response. Bio-Alcamid requires 
only a local anesthetic, feels nat¬ 
ural to the touch and will not mi¬ 


grate. It also has an advantage in 
that fairly large amounts can be 
injected at a given time, making it 
an option for use in the buttocks 
as well. Though not yet approved 
in the U.S., it is currently available 
in Mexico, Europe, Israel, South 
America, and South Africa. The 
cost at Clineca Estetica in Tijuana, 
Mexico is $4,500 for the entire 
procedure, regardless of whether 
the wasting is mild, moderate, or 
severe.

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The gay gridiron

hile ruminating over the 
recipe for the perfect 
chip dip, futzing with the 
wide-screen TV in the den, or tak¬ 
ing in the Super Bowl next week¬ 
end at your favorite sports 
bar, here’s a historical tid- 
bit to chew on. 

How many gay foot¬ 
ball players made it to the 
Super Bowl? 

Esera Tuaolo (1998’s 
Super Bowl, with the Atlanta 
Falcons), who came out 
last year, is one. But 
even non-football fans 
more interested in 
chip dip than the game 
itself might know that. 

If you’re thinking David 
Kopay, you’re close. Go back fur¬ 
ther to learn the story of one of 
football’s most accomplished 
players, gay or straight: Jerry 
Smith. 

Kopay, who played for five 
teams, including the Washington 
Redskins, during his 10-year ca¬ 



reer (unfortunately, no Super 
Bowl), says that four members of 
the 1969 and 1970 Redskins were 
gay or bisexual. For a time, Smith 
was also his lover. 

Smith was born in 1943 in Liv¬ 
ermore, California, and raised 
Catholic. A Redskins tight end 
from 1965-1977, Smith caught 
421 passes and 
scored 60 touch¬ 
downs in his career, 
a record unsurpassed until 
last year. Smith became the 
league’s third best in pass re¬ 
ceptions. 

When Kopay joined 
the Redskins in 1969, 
he recalls one of his 
co-captains encour¬ 
aging his friendship 
with Smith. 

“Supposedly the guys didn’t 
know I was queer, but maybe they 
did,” Kopay told me. “They’d say, 
‘He’s a guy who thinks a lot like 
you. You guys are gonna have fun 
together.’ We became close friends, 
being on the same offensive 
teams. We had to complement 
each other on blocking schemes 
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and pass patterns.” 

Kopay says that Coach Vince 
Lombardi was a great mentor to 
both players, and had a relative and 
two staff members who were gay. 

In the book Run to Win: Vince 
Lombardi on Coaching and Lead¬ 
ership, Smith is quoted as saying, 
“All the things a man searches for 
all his life I found in Coach Lom¬ 
bardi.” 

Could it have been Lombardi’s 
enlightened attitude that helped 
Smith’s career in an otherwise ho¬ 
mophobic sport? 

Kopay says, “I think in today’s 
world, Lombardi would react [to 
gay players] totally different than a 
lot of people think he would. He 
was very compassionate, loving - 
he loved Jerry.” 

Other gay Redskins include 
Roy Simmons, an offensive guard, 
who came out on a 1992 episode 
of The Phil Donahue Show. Sim¬ 
mons also did a recent interview 
in the New York Times. He dis¬ 
cussed his recent years battling 
drug addiction, dealing with his 
HIV-related health problems, and 
his other personal struggles. 

Redskins fullback Ray McDon¬ 
ald was arrested for having sex 
with another man in a public park. 
This cost him his job in 1968. 

Understandably, despite some 
acceptance, “Jerry was guarded at 
first,” says Kopay. During their 
early friendship, Smith lived with 
friend Joe Blair in Silver Springs, 
Maryland. 

“He was well-respected among 
his peers, so I became accepted be¬ 
cause Jerry accepted me,” says Kopay, 
who credits Smith - blond, affable, 
and “California casual” - with help¬ 
ing him accept his sexuality. 

“Jerry lived life big,” Kopay says. 
Smith was charismatic, yet unwill¬ 
ing to get emotionally involved 
with Kopay. Visiting discos and bars 
along their travels, Smith charmed 
men, and occasionally women, into 
one-night encounters. 

“He didn’t want to recognize it 
as a relationship, just purely a 
physical release,” says Kopay. “He 
thought that would probably be 
impossible.” His liaison with 
Kopay lasted part of a season. 

Smith claimed affairs with sev¬ 
eral other NFL players. In the off¬ 
season, he traveled through Eu¬ 
rope. More than a mere playboy, 
Smith also worked in a summer 
camp for inner city kids. 

After being cut from the team, 
Kopay parted ways with Smith, 
who continued playing with the 
Redskins for eight more years. 

At age 29, of his performance 
in Super Bowl VJI, Sports Illustrat¬ 
ed described Smith as “an out¬ 
standing receiver among tight 
ends, with the ability to break 
open for a long gain.” 

Then followed a 1975 Wash¬ 
ington Star article, which claimed 
that three NFL starting quarter¬ 
backs were gay. Kopay says one of 
those unnamed sources was 
Smith. Kopay called the reporter, 
and came out in an additional ar¬ 
ticle. 

One of the first people Kopay 
heard from was Smith. Doing his 
best Lombardi imitation, Smith 
told Kopay over the phone, 
“You’re really something, mister. 
You’re really something.” 

Kopay came to international at¬ 
tention following the publication 
of his autobiography, The David 
Kopay Story: An Extraordinary Self- 
Revelation. He did not mention 
Smith by name in the book. 

Kopay became a symbol that 
defied stereotypes. A screenplay 
based on his book is in develop¬ 
ment. 

Indirectly, Smith may have

been responsible for inspiring the 
first former pro gay athlete to offi¬ 
cially come out, paving the way 
for dozens more in other sports. 

And yet, Smith never really 
came out. After later retiring from 
football, Smith lived in different 
cities, and co-owned The 
Boathouse, a gay bar in Austin, 
Texas. 

Before dying of AIDS on Octo¬ 
ber 15,1986, Smith acknowledged 
having the disease. Despite the 
importance of his being the first 
former pro athlete to die of AIDS, 
a New York Times article shunted 
it away to page B-16. 

In 2003, the Denver Broncos’ 
Shannon Sharpe was entered into 
the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 
Canton, Ohio, for slightly outdo¬ 
ing Smith’s 60-touchdown record, 
by one touchdown. 

It’s almost as if the Hall of 
Fame were simply waiting for 
someone to surpass Smith, rather 
than give posthumous honors to 
the fascinating yet elusive man 
who held that record for nearly 25 
years. 

Post - goal 

So, who is left to make inroads 
in football? Tuaolo came out to 
much media attention in Novem¬ 
ber 2002. 

An all-Pac-10 defensive tackle 
at Oregon State in 1989 and 1990, 
Tuaolo was drafted by the Packers 
in the second round of the 1991 
NFL Draft (35th overall). His 
nine-year career included 30 solo 
tackles, and a trip to the Super 
Bowl with the 1998 Falcons. He 
also played for the Vikings, Pan¬ 
thers, and Jaguars before retiring 
in 1999. 


With a partner and two adopt¬ 
ed kids, Tuaolo serves as a gay 
family values upgrade to Kopay’s 
groovy ’70s star now enjoying his 
senior years as an alumnus to the 
game. 

Are these men - from Smith 
and Kopay to Tuaolo, such an 
anomaly in the sport? 

A recent nonfiction book, 
Bloody Sundays , by New York 
Times writer Mike Freeman, 
delves into the mystery of yet an¬ 
other gay football player in an 18- 
page section of his book which in¬ 
terviews a current NFL player, 
“Stephen Thompson” (a pseudo¬ 
nym). 

“An openly gay man in the 
NFL would risk physical violence 
off the field - from gay-bashing 
fans - or even on the field,” Free¬ 
man says. 

Which makes one wonder why 
so many gay and lesbian fans fol¬ 
low football with devotion. 
“Thompson” tries to explain in 
the book: “I love playing football 
more than I love myself and my 
sense of pride and well-being.” 

Speculation of the unnamed 
player’s life attests to there being 
other players, including one 
whom “Thompson” dated, but 
later discovered is married to a 
woman. 

Author Freeman discounts the 
possibility of his interviewee’s 
claims that there are 100-200 gay 
players in the NFL. 

Kopay thinks otherwise. “We’re 
out there,” he says, “And on the 
field.” T

“These are the types of issues we 
need to move forward on,” she said. 

Fong, who joined the force in 
1977, has held an array of posi¬ 
tions in the department, including 
deputy chief, commander, cap¬ 
tain, lieutenant, and sergeant.

On August 22, 2002, Balderas 
and Sparks were inside the San 
Francisco Drag King contest at 
Studio Z, a night club in the South 
of Market District, watching a 
spoken word performance by 
Other Brothers, a group of trans¬ 
gender and butch people of color, 
when they reportedly noticed an 
altercation between Broughton 
and the bouncer. The altercation 
was later reported to have 
stemmed from Broughton’s al¬ 
leged offensive behavior, includ¬ 
ing his homophobic and racist re¬ 
marks to the bar’s patrons. 

Witnesses told the court dur¬ 
ing previous hearings that as 
Broughton was being escorted to 
the door, his female companion - 
identified as Jean Earl - jumped 
toward Balderas, hitting her in the 
mouth with a closed fist. Stunned, 
Balderas followed the woman out¬ 
side to ask her “who she was, and 
why she did that,” she said. 

Once outside, Earl allegedly 
took another swing at Balderas, and 
Balderas s^ung back, knocking 
Earl to the ground, witnesses said. 

At that time, said witnesses, 


Broughton approached and 
punched Balderas several times in 
the back of the head, and she flew 
into a parked car and landed on 
the ground. While Balderas was 
on the ground, Broughton al¬ 
legedly kicked her up to 10 times, 
spewing hateful remarks. 

Balderas lost consciousness for 
a portion of the attack, and 
Sparks, who forcefully turned 
Broughton around to get him 
away from Balderas, suffered a 
torn shoulder from her interven¬ 
tion, as well as injures from 
Broughton reportedly punching 
her in response. 

Defense strategies - in addition 
to trying to paint the queer event 
as “hostile to straight people” - 
have included the claim that 
Broughton was simply rushing to 
the aid of his girlfriend when he 
assaulted Balderas. Because of the 
brutal nature of Broughton’s at¬ 
tack, this claim has not held up 
thus far, but standards are differ¬ 
ent during actual trial, which is 
why community support is im¬ 
portant. Also important is locat¬ 
ing Thunder Fuller, the club’s 
bouncer at the time of the attack; 
anyone with information on his 
whereabouts is asked to call (415) 
553-1756. ▼

stopped short of ordering the state 
to issue marriage licenses to gay 
and lesbian couples and instead 
gave the Legislature 180 days to 
develop a plan. 

Last June, the U.S. Supreme 
Court overturned the nation’s 
sodomy laws in a huge legal victo¬ 
ry for the LGBT community. 

Religious conservatives have 
been pushing the president to 
come out in support of the FMA, 
but the president is not expected 
to do so in the immediate future, 
according to a story in Tuesday’s 
Washington Post. At his State of 
the Union speech Tuesday night, 
however, Bush left no doubt that 
he could support the amendment 
and that he believes marriage 
should be between a man and a 
woman. 

Paul Hogan, Northern Califor¬ 
nia co-chair of the state’s LGBT 
Democratic Caucus, told the 
B.A.R. that while the state party is 
not expected to endorse the cau¬ 
cus’ resolution until the executive 
board meeting in late April, it was 
nonetheless good to go on record 
in opposition to the proposed 
amendment. The state Democrat¬ 


ic Party is currently only consid¬ 
ering resolutions concerning mat¬ 
ters on the March ballot, Hogan 
explained. 

The platform change that was 
adopted last weekend is a sentence 
in the LGBT section of the 2000 
Democratic Party platform, which 
is being updated for the 2004 
presidential race. The platform 
currently states that the party “af¬ 
firms the right of lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender people to 
equal, dignified, respectful treat¬ 
ment and privacy, and to freedom 
from laws that criminalize private 
sexual conduct between consent¬ 
ing adults.” The addition to the 
platform is the ending in the sec¬ 
tion that urges the party to: “Enact 
legislation prohibiting education, 
employment, and housing dis¬ 
crimination on the basis of sexual 
orientation or gender identity. En¬ 
sure the rights of lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender people to 
serve in the armed forces without 
restriction. Affirm their right to 
equal legal recognition of their 
committed relationships, their 
right to become adoptive parents, 
and their right to protection of 
their family unit, and oppose any 
federal or state constitutional 
amendment abridging these 
rights.” ▼

memorials have been already ap¬ 
proved or built for women veter¬ 
ans, Native American veterans, 
Japanese American veterans, and 
Mexican American veterans. 

There are about 270,000 gay 
veterans in California, according 
to statistics compiled by Kehoe’s 
office, and nearly 10,000 service 
members have been discharged 
for being gay under the “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell” policy. 

A small and privately funded 
placard recognizing gay veterans 
has sat in Sacramento’s Capitol 
Park since August, but the foot- 


long pavement marker has been 
controversial, and, according to 
Kehoe’s office, is still being protest¬ 
ed by Republican lawmakers, who 
have asked Governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger to remove it. 
Schwarzenegger has given no indi¬ 
cation that he will do so, according 
to Kehoe’s office, and it is Kehoe’s 
intent to create a full-fledged LGBT 
veterans’ memorial like those ap¬ 
proved for other veterans. 

“Gay servicemen and women 
must serve in silence, giving up 
their basic right to have a life part¬ 
ner and a family and to seek hap¬ 
piness,” said Kehoe in support of 
AB1520. “They do this while pro¬ 
tecting the freedom and rights of 
all Americans.” ▼

CHATTING WITH THE 
FAB KYAN DOUGLAS

W hen it comes to counting blessings, you can be sure that 
“grooming guru” Kyan Douglas of Bravo’s runaway hit 
Queer Eye for the Straight Guy has been counting more 
than he ever could have imagined. Indeed, the good-look¬ 
ing 33-year-old Douglas, a native of Miami, Florida, does¬ 
n’t hesitate to express both amazement and gratitude for his phenomenal suc¬ 
cess as an integral part of the most famous makeover team ever to hit the air¬ 
waves.

David Guarino: There's no denying the impact your show has had. How 
does that make you feel, personally?

ONE SINGULAR SENSATION 


SFPALM’S GEORGE BALANCHINE RETROSPECTIVE b, Ke,m Da.u 


T he vitality of the San Francisco 
Performing Arts Library and Mu¬ 
seum (SFPALM) emerges like a 
soaring entrechat in its endeavor 
to sustain a choreographic legacy, as illus¬ 
trated by its Balanchine: Ballet Master 
Centennial Celebration and Exhibition, 
on show Jan. 22-June 19. “The man was a 
genius, what can I say,” effuses curator 
Sheryl Flatow. The exhibit offers an ex¬ 
tensive overview of choreographer George 
Balanchine’s life, career, and influence on 
this city. 

Balanchine heightened, expanded, 
edited and inverted the fundamentals of 
400-year-old conventional ballet vocabu¬ 
lary, founding his innovations on the 
principles of Russian classical technique. 
His corps danced his technically intricate, 
perilous, sometimes recklessly swift works 
with power and conviction, awing and 


perplexing audiences. 

“He stayed true to strict classical stan¬ 
dards, then he broke all of the rules,” says 
SF State lecturer Wendy Diamond. “His 
signature in choreography is the absolute 
musicality of the dances. He took ballet 
out of the romantic style, and choreo¬ 
graphed pieces that were wildly abstract.”

Opera, renewed 

At a press conference in the 
Chorus Rehearsal Room at the 
War Memorial Opera House last 
week, San Francisco Opera gener¬ 
al director Pamela Rosenberg 
and music director Donald Run- 
nicies spilled the beans 
on SFO’s 2004-’05 sea¬ 
son and beyond. 

While some of 
the Opera’s ambi¬ 
tions have been 
scaled back due to fi¬ 
nancial exigencies 
(Berlioz’ Troyens 
pushed back to ’07-’08), 
there’s still plenty 
that’s new to SF 
among the nine 
spectacles coming. 
Among what’s new are a period 
Cost Fan Tutte set before the out¬ 
break of WWI, a co-production 
with Opera Monte Carlo; a Lyric 
Opera of Chicago production of 
The Flying Dutchman; The 
Netherlands Opera’s Eugene One¬ 
gin; Welsh National Opera’s 
Queen of Spades; and San Diego 
Opera’s and others’ production of 
Georges Bizet’s The Pearl Fish¬ 
ers, an SFO premiere. 

In what will be its American 
premiere, SF Opera will present 
Le Grand Macabre by Gyorgy 
Ligeti, in a production originally 
from the Royal Danish Opera, 
Copenhagen. Rosenberg called 
Macabre “a fantasy on the apoca¬ 
lypse” full of humor and sarcasm; 
though it’s never been done here, 
the opera has entered the reper¬ 
toire in Europe, having been given 
13 different productions since its 
78 premiere in Stockholm. 

In a production from the Vi¬ 
enna State Opera new to SFO, 
Runnicles will conduct Billy Budd 
by gay composer Benjamin Brit¬ 
ten, with a libretto by gay author 
E.M. Forster and Eric Crozier, 
after the novella by gay author 
Herman Melville. “It’s a rare 


treat to bring this production to 
SFO,” Runnicles said; the opera 
captures “the brutal, claustropho¬ 
bic world of the ship, afloat on the 
eternal ocean.” Humpy baritone 
Nathan Gunn will play Billy, and 
bass Phillip Ens will be the das¬ 
tardly Claggart. 

Expo rated 

The opening night preview of 
the San Francisco Internation¬ 
al Art Exposition is always 
something of an experience in 
sensory overload; as was the 6th 
edition, with the work of over 
1,500 artists from around the 
world displayed in the pier-length 
Festival Pavilion down Fort 
Mason way. At the preview, a ben¬ 
efit for San Francisco Art Insti¬ 
tute, gallerists fresh in from New 
York or Calgary unveiled the trea¬ 
sures they’d brought with them. 
Everyone was bleary from jetlag, 
comparing hotels, but happy to be 
in town. Patrons and benefactors 
commingled. 

Though San Francisco gal¬ 
leries were well-represented, by 
among others Rena Branstein, 
John Berggruen, Paule Anglim 
and Catharine Clark, it was an 
honest delight to check out the art 
market in other, let’s face it, larger 
art cities. Example: panels of in¬ 
laid mother-of-pearl by You Sun 
Kim , represented by CAIS Gallery 
in Seoul, Korea, find sheer beauty 
in formalism. 

An abstract mask from Nfana 
culture in Ghana, shown by Dou¬ 
glas Dawson Gallery from Chica¬ 
go, proves that abstract forms and 
volumes did not begin with mod¬ 
ernism. It also looks uncannily 
like SFMOMA! 

The intrepid souls from 
Krokin Gallery in Moscow made 
their way to SF to show examples 
of what remains, at least to Out 
There, unexplored territory — 
namely, contemporary Russian 
art. Works by Vladimir Sitnikov

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The good, the bad and the proud 

Gay pride is a party on 'The Last Sunday in June'

£ hen people ask Jonathan 
Tolins if his plays are 
comedies, he answers, 
“For a while.” 

That’s the case with The Last 
Sunday in June, his recent play set 
at an impromptu party on Gay 
Pride Day that turns into an ex¬ 
ploration of the realities of con¬ 
temporary gay life. “It’s a warts- 
and-all portrait,” Tolins, 

37, said recently at the 
New Conservatory The¬ 
atre Center, where Last 
Sunday opens this week. 

“It doesn’t have an easy 
resolution.” 

Though it was the 
most successful of 
Tolins’ three plays to 
run in New York 
(Twilight of the 
Golds and If Memo¬ 
ry Serves are the other two), he 
brought up some of the backlash 
that the “warts” engendered. 

“Michael Feingold in the Vil¬ 
lage Voice said I hate gays,” Tolins 
said, and Tolins also heard that 
the play was shut out of a critics’ 
award because it was too negative. 
“I don’t think the play is negative 
at all. Long Day's Journey is nega¬ 
tive. And is that the criteria? So it 
got caught up in other agendas.” 

But one can’t say that the play 
didn’t come from a real place. 
Back in 1997, when Tolins and his 
previous partner lived in Green¬ 
wich Village, they found them¬ 
selves hosting an unexpected party 
as a succession of friends and 
friends of friends popped in to get 
a view of the gay pride parade. 

“We started making jokes 
about how this was like a gay play, 
and the next day a friend said, 
‘Well, you should write it.’ There 
were a few funny things said that 
day that are in the play. Other¬ 
wise, I started amassing my own 
thoughts and feelings about the 
issues that are in the play. Also, 
just listening to friends, and say¬ 
ing,‘This is what I’m working on,’ 
and hearing them talk.” 

One aspect of the play that has 



intrigued critics is the characters’ 
awareness of the conventions of 
gay theater, that their gathering be¬ 
gins to resemble the devices used 
in plays like The Boys in the Band 
and Love! Valour! Compassion! 

“In addition to being fun,” 
Tolins said, “it became a potent 
metaphor for what I was writing, 
which is that these characters are 
so aware of the roles that are ex¬ 
pected of us. What kind of gay 
character are you? Do I live up or 
down to those roles? In 
some ways, we are now 
in the same boat as the 
rest of the population, 
which is, How do I put 
together a happy life 
being who I am?” 

In his review of Last 
Sunday in June, New 
York Times theater 
critic Bruce Weber 
said Tolins provid¬ 
ed “a taking of cul¬ 
tural temperature at a moment 
when it needs to be taken.” 

Though Tolins said it is not 
something he does consciously, 
his other major plays also possess 
a hot-topic veneer. In Twilight of 
the Golds, he imagined a not-too- 
distant future when genetic test¬ 
ing can determine sexual orienta¬ 
tion in fetus stage. Repressed 
memory and child abuse are the 
subjects of If Memory Serves. 

Tolins was just 25 and an office 
temp when he completed Twilight 
of the Golds. Its debut production 
at the Pasadena Playhouse was a 
success, and a Broadway produc¬ 
tion soon followed. But the New 
York critics, Tolins said, “showed 
no mercy,” and the play quickly 
closed. “It still hurts. One critic said 
I should be writing cereal boxes.” 

If Memory Serves, a 1999 off- 
Broadway production, wasn’t so 
much roasted as ignored. “In 
some ways, If Memory Serves hit 
even harder because I was com¬ 
pletely dismissed. It was like, what 
am I doing with my life? It’s a 
struggle to maintain the arro¬ 
gance you need to write, to believe 
that anyone will be interested in 
what you have to say.” 

Since then, he’s worked mainly

in Hollywood, co-producing the 
first season of Queer as Folk and 
developing screenplays for sever¬ 
al studios with his screenwriting 
partner Seth Bass, and with his 
writer-director boyfriend Robert 
Cary. He has only recently felt 
the desire to return to playwrit¬ 
ing. 

“I feel like I’ve had a somewhat 
rocky time because my plays are 
often about difficult issues but 
written in a very old-fashioned, 
commercial style,” Tolins said. “It’s 
not by choice. It’s just what inter¬ 
ests me, and just how I write. That 
doesn’t match up for some peo¬ 
ple. They just don’t know what to 
make of it.”

Gleeful skewering

n the future, Mike Albo fore¬ 
sees the Bush Gardens Euro¬ 
pean Experience as a replace¬ 
ment to the messy and trouble¬ 
some real thing. Also on the hori¬ 
zon in the world according to 
Albo is a US Secretary of Celebri¬ 
ty Defense. “Tom Cruise is not 
gay,” the Secretary tells the press. 
“He is just dehydrated.” 

Albo, now at Theatre Rhino, is 
a very funny writer-performer 
from New York who sets out to 
decimate popular culture with 
laughter. In the 70-minute Spray, 
he very often succeeds. 

Spray, directed by An- 
naCatherine Rutledge, is the 
catch-all title for a collection of 10 
or so solo sketches culled from 
Albo’s past work. With long, dark 
curly hair and a scruffy beard, the 
34-year-old performer looks like 
a neo-hippie with a gym mem¬ 
bership. Albo is a confident per¬ 



former, but not a cocky one, and 
he reveals a vulnerability that 
makes us root for his success. 

Albo goes about his comic social 
commentary in two ways, either by 
taking a recognizable situation and 
pumping it up to absurdity, or by 


taking an absurd situation and treat¬ 
ing it with recognizable behavior. 

In the latter category you find 
his tribute to his former boyfriend 
Gen. Norman Schwartzkopf, 
while the former includes his im¬ 
pression of Jennifer Lopez’s unc¬ 
tuous personal assistant, who re¬ 
lays her sexual needs via cell 
phone to Ben Affleck’s personal 
assistant while the lovers are in the 
backseat of a limo. 

My favorite of his creations is 
the recurring character that Albo 
calls “the underminer.” He is the 
casual friend with the uncanny 
ability to celebrate himself at your 
expense while maintaining a smil¬ 
ing facade of empathy. I now have 
a couple of acquaintances whom 
I’ll never be able to see in the same 
way again. ▼

Quick takes 

ACT’s current production of A

Grappling with Robert Strange McNamara in 'The Fog of War'

he Fog of War would not be 
a real Errol Morris film if it 
didn’t have images that stick 
in your mind, that will haunt your 
soul long after the film has gone 
to video. In the course of distilling 
23 hours of conversation with 
Robert Strange McNamara, Mor¬ 
ris underscores the former De¬ 
fense Secretary’s recollections 
with searing black-and-white 
footage of the WWII firebombing 
of Tokyo (an area of that city 
equal in size to McNamara’s na¬ 
tive San Francisco was consumed 


by the bombs, killing over 
87,000); the figure of “Mac’s” 
then-boss General Curtis LeMay 
staring at a map of Japan, a cigar 
protruding from mouth, his fin¬ 
ger pointing out future targets for 
destruction; and, most surreally, 
the sight of human skulls being 
dropped down a staircase (prov¬ 
ing to Mac, during his days run¬ 
ning the Ford Motor Co., that 
human lives could be saved if car 
passengers could be persuaded to 
"be packaged in their vehicles like 
eggs in a carton). 

The film is not merely an au¬ 
topsy of McNamara’s record on 
the Vietnam War. Nor does Mor¬ 
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ris, an antiwar protester in his stu¬ 
dent days, follow in the footsteps 
of last year’s The Trials of Henry 
Kissinger (based on the reporting 
of Kissinger foe Christopher 
Hitchens) and attempt to place 
his subject in a kind of cinema 
docket for war crimes. 

Hitchens has joked about 
bringing Kissinger to account, at 
least in the court of public opin¬ 
ion: “What I yearn for is some 
quality face-time with him.” 
Ironically, “qualityface-time” is 
just what Morris gives us of Mc¬ 
Namara. The 87-year-old career 
bureaucrat stares unblinkingly 
into Morris’ camera as he ticks 
off the 11 rules of war he has 
composed after 65 years on the 
world scene. 

Mac’s Rule #9, “You may have 
to engage in evil to do good,” 
brings into sharp relief his odd- 
couple association with Gen. 
LeMay. As a young officer, McNa¬ 
mara served under LeMay in the 
Pacific, and takes credit for sug¬ 
gesting that American bombers 
fly much lower over Japanese 
cities, thus increasing the effec¬ 
tiveness of their deadly cargoes. 
One of McNamara’s most star¬ 
tling admissions has to do with 
the possibility that the American 
air campaign against Japan was 
serious overkill. “LeMay said we 
were war criminals. He said he 
and I would be tried as war crim¬ 
inals if our side lost. What makes 
it immoral if you lost and not im¬ 
moral if you won?” 

Fluid situation 

Morris admits that Gen. 
LeMay is one man he would have 
loved to have talked to face-to- 
face. “Curtis LeMay is the model 
for several characters in [Stanley 
Kubrick’s dark 1964 antiwar 
satire] Dr. Strangelove, or How I 
Learned to Stop Worrying and Love 
the Bomb.” Morris notes that 
LeMay’s cigar found its way into 
the face of actor Sterling Hayden 
as he portrayed Gen. Jack D. Rip¬ 
per, whose paranoid musings 
about nuclear war with the Rus¬ 
sians, and the need to preserve the 
purity of his bodily fluids, jump- 
start Strangelove s doomsday plot. 


Morris feels that he’s pulled off 
a major coup by challenging long¬ 
standing myths that McNamara 
was the ultimate hawk, pushing a 
Hamlet-like Lyndon Johnson into 
the quagmire against his own bet¬ 
ter instincts. Morris is particular¬ 
ly critical of a recent HBO docu- 
drama depicting the relationship 
between Johnson and McNama¬ 
ra’s successor at the Pentagon, 
Clark Clifford. 

“In Fog, we hear actual Presi¬ 
dential recordings. On one, Mc¬ 
Namara is urging Kennedy to get 
out of Vietnam, and on the other, 
Johnson is chastising McNamara 
for offering that advice. And 
there’s the myth of the nasty Rus¬ 
sians. Lost is the fact that we in¬ 
vaded Cuba and tried to kill Cas¬ 
tro. McNamara’s version is that 
what saved the day was former US 
ambassador to Russia Tommy 
Thompson’s urging Kennedy to 
pursue negotiation rather than in¬ 
tervention.” 

For years, I’ve wanted to ask 
Morris about one silly little cam¬ 
era-shot halfway through The 
Thin Blue Line, his 1988 examina¬ 
tion of the Texas criminal-justice 
system that resulted in the release 
of an innocent man from death 
row. The shot is an overhea4 view 
of a teenage boy and a 32-year-old 
man sharing the front seat of a 


convertible and ordering a milk¬ 
shake. The spilling of the milk¬ 
shake, a prelude to the shooting 
death of a Dallas police officer, is 
repeated endlessly in the film as 
part of a chain of evidence that 
one Randall Adams had been 
wrongly convicted in the death of 
officer Robert Wood. 

I asked Morris point-blank 
what he intended to imply with 
the shot, perhaps that there was a 
homosexual relationship between 
Adams and then-16-year-old 
David Harris (later convicted of 
the murder of Officer Wood). 

“There was always a question 
in my mind about whether there 
was a homosexual component to 
the relationship of Adams and 
Harris,” he said. “Or perhaps to 
Adams’ brother and Harris. I’ve 
asked Adams a number of times 
about this, and he has said no. But 
just because something didn’t 
happen, that doesn’t mean there 
wasn’t an element of that. After 
all, the story of a kid driving 
around aimlessly, who picks up a 
hitchhiker and they spend an en¬ 
tire day together, whether there’s 
a homosexual element or whether 
this is just people who really have 
nothing to do is something I can’t 
answer. Certainly you’re right in 
saying that element was there in 
the story.” ▼ 


Ignorant armies 

Philip Glass scores 'The Fog of War'

s a composer who has spent 
most of his adult life in the 
theatre, Philip Glass is hard¬ 
ly averse to collaboration. His lat¬ 
est film project, The Fog of War 
(available on an Orange Moun¬ 
tain Music CD conducted by 
Michael Riesman), is a close col¬ 
laboration with director Errol 
Morris. Though they’ve worked 
together previously on The Thin 
Blue Line (’88) and A Brief Histo¬ 
ry of Time (’92), this one seems to 
have had its share of surprises. 

“‘You know what I’m looking 
for?”’ Glass remembers Morris 
asking him. “‘I’m really looking 
for existential dread,’ and he did¬ 
n’t know any composer who’s bet¬ 
ter at existential dread than me!” 

Later in our phone conversa¬ 
tion from his home in New York’s 
East Village, he reflects on how 
he’s perceived. “A number of peo-

pie, when they’ve met me, have 
said, ‘You know, you’re not at all 
what I thought you’d be like. Your 
music seems so sad, and you seem 
so cheerful.’ I’m not a sad person, 
but I love to write this gloomy 


music, and I don’t know why. In 
the last year, I’ve probably killed 
off half a dozen poor people in the 
theatre, in the movies (in The 
Hours), and in an opera called The 
Sound of a Voice, so what am I 
compensating for? The man who 
survives in Sound is completely 
devastated, destroyed; but it’s kind 
of wonderful, isn’t it?” 

Morris’ film is hardly a laugh 
riot. How could it be when its 
subject is Robert Strange McNa¬ 
mara, who served as Secretary of 
Defense under Kennedy and 
Johnson, and is widely seen as 
being responsible for our pro¬ 
tracted involvement in Vietnam? 
“It’s very timely,” Glass observes, 
“and the strategies and posturings 
of the present Administration are 
very reminiscent of what was 
going on in those years. There was 
a big contingent of people who 
thought if you didn’t support the 
war, you were a traitor. It was

7 70s gang visits 'The Same River Twice 7

he opening shot of Robb 
Moss’ The Same River Twice 
is of a man’s naked butt, 
just before its owner dives into 
the Colorado River. The year is 
1978, and as Moss explains, he 
and his friends are passing what 
would prove to be the last sum¬ 
mer of their youth on a month¬ 
long rafting trip through the 
Grand Canyon. Moss, who, like 
his friends, spent “much of the 
’70s living an unscheduled, com¬ 
munal outdaor life,” has pro¬ 
duced a nonfiction film that is a 
celebration of and elegy to the 
hippie generation. It’s also a non- 
pretentious exploration of what 
happens when flower children 
decide to have children of their 
own. 

Like the crafty river guide he 
once was, Moss (a UC Berkeley 
grad who now teaches filmmak¬ 
ing at Harvard) shrewdly keeps 
our toes lapping happily in the 
Colorado while the present tense 
of his film (1998-99) explores 
how adult life has treated his 
friends. 

Danny, a 48-year-old woman 
who shouts for joy when she 
spots her own naked breast in 
Moss’ ’78 rafting footage, ex¬ 
plains how tough it can be to re¬ 
sist the temptation to teach her 
own children the lessons of her 
extended adolescence. “How can 
you be a role model after you’ve 
done these very dangerous 
things? I would love to tell the 
kids, ‘Yeah, you should try organ¬ 
ic drugs. Mescaline is really fun.’ 
You either tell the truth and com¬ 
pletely shatter your credibility, or 
you lie.” 

Most choose the white lie of 
respectable, middle-class jobs: 
Cathy (for nine years the mayor 
of Ashland, Oregon) uses Moss’ 
camera as a confession booth as 
she explains why she exchanged 
her high-pressure job with 
Planned Parenthood for the 
lower stress of waitressing; Barry 
(a psychiatric healthcare admin¬ 
istrator) sheepishly admits why 


he’s embarrassed these days com¬ 
ing to work, even on weekends, 
in only shorts and a T-shirt. 

Of the old river gang, only Jim 
has kept on his course. Celebrat¬ 
ed by another member of the 
posse as their “river deity,” Jim 
confesses that for six months he 
trained to be a dentist, until a 
friend told him he’d be much 
happier living in his tiny trailer 
on the small tract of land he cul¬ 
tivates as an organic garden. 

In an odd way, Moss has fash¬ 
ioned an American answer to the 
British stages-of-life saga 35 Up. 
Barry’s life becomes the main 
cautionary tale: he confronts po¬ 
litical defeat, the impending 
death of his mother, and his own 
mortality. Diagnosed with testic¬ 
ular cancer, Barry jokes during 
radiation treatments that his tes¬ 
ticular cancer support group 
couldn’t relate: “They lost their 
right testicle, it’s like the opposite 
end of the scrotum.” 

Devil truth 

Moss seamlessly shifts back 
and forth between 1978 footage 
of the gang in full frontal nudity 
and the sadder but wiser present- 
tense scenes. Cathy, staring di¬ 
rectly into the camera and thus 
treating us like friends rather 
than voyeurs, confides that her 
marriage to Jeff hit the rocks 
when she suddenly asked him if 
he was having an affair, during a 
showing of the John Huston 
movie Beat the Devil. Unlike re¬ 
ality TV, the point of the revela¬ 
tions is not shame or humilia¬ 
tion, but just another grain of 
sand added to the beach. 

Combining breathtaking 
shots of the Grand Canyon and 
the cast as twentysomething 
nymphs, The Same River Twice is 
a very hetero tale that has its im¬ 
plicit allusions to a parallel queer 
universe such as the Harry Hay- 
inspired Radical Fairy move¬ 
ment. The unreconstructed Jim 
— only the gray in his beard be¬ 
traying the fact that he no longer 
commands the fastest canoe on 
the river — comes off as a char¬ 
acter almost out of a James

ust, murder, and betrayal 
continue in Week Two of 
this year’s Noir City Film 
Festival at the Castro Theatre, Jan¬ 
uary 22-29. Author Eddie Muller’s 
selections include several rare ex¬ 
amples of the genre. 

Loretta Young is The Accused 
(’49), a plain college professor 
who murders a student while 
fending off his sexual advances. 
Suddenly, she blossoms into an al- 
luring woman, complicating 
things for the cops. The legendary 
Max Ophuls directed Joan Ben¬ 
nett in The Reckless Moment (’49), 
about a mother who’ll do any¬ 
thing to save her daughter from a 
murder rap. James Mason knows 
the truth and has plans of his 
own. (Remade in 2001 as The 
Deep End, with the daughter 
•changed to a gay son, and Tilda 
Swinton as the mother.) (1/22)

Beautiful, dark-haired Gene 
Tierney is a manipulative murder¬ 
ess-determined to keep Cornell 
Wilde in Leave Her to Heaven (’45). 
Jeanne Crain is her sweet sister, 
and Vincent Price lurks about. The 
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Dark-haired beauty Gene Tierney 


gorgeous color photography does¬ 
n’t hide the film’s black vision. Burt 
Lancaster and Mary Astor compete 
for Lizabeth Scott’s Desert Fury 
(’47), although Astor is supposed 
to be her mother. Scott also comes 
between gangsters Wendell Corey 
and John Hodiak in this kinky 
melodrama. (1/23) 

Women in prison fascinated 
noir directors, and in Caged (’50) 
beautiful Eleanor Parker contends 
with butch gals aplenty. Hope 
Emerson is the corrupt, macho 
matron, and the normally femi¬ 
nine Lee Patrick is Queen of the 
Cellblock Girls. Agnes Moorehead 
is the sympathetic warden. (At 
one point, Joan Crawford wanted 


to play the Parker part, with Bette 
Davis in Moorehead’s role.) Susan 
Hayward shouted I Want To Live! 
(’58) because she was innocent of 
murder, and won an Oscar as Bar¬ 
bara Graham, the first woman ex¬ 
ecuted in California’s gas cham¬ 
ber. Robert Wise directed. Hay¬ 
ward’s intensity, plus suspenseful 
editing, made this a smash. (1/24) 

Palance dreams 

Barbara Stanwyck is a Witness 
to Murder (’54), but the cops don’t 
believe her. Suave, ex-Nazi George 
Sanders knows she’s right and in¬ 
tends to silence her. Back by pop¬ 
ular demand is Crawford facing 
Sudden Fear (’52). She’s a play¬ 
wright and heiress who fires Jack 
Palance from her Show, then mar¬ 
ries him. Kinky Gloria Grahame 
tempts him to murder for money. 
Clever plot twists, San Francisco 
locations, and Crawford’s eye¬ 
popping, operatic, Oscar-nomi¬ 
nated emoting make this an irre¬ 
sistible guilty pleasure. (1/25) 

Stanwyck commits a Crime of 
Passion (’57) after marrying 
placid cop Sterling Hayden and 
becoming a suburban hausfrau. 
Raymond Burr is the man she 
tempts.

In The Locket (’46), Robert 
Mitchum discovers that Laraine 
Day’s troubled past may compli¬ 
cate their future. Lots of psycho¬ 
babble amidst suspenseful flash¬ 
backs. With the elegant Brian Ah- 
erne. According to the program 
notes, Decoy (’46) is about a 
femme fatale who revives a man 
presumed to have been executed 
in the gas chamber so that he can 
lead them to hidden loot. (1/27) 
In Phantom Lady (’44), B-pic- 
ture regular Ella Rains searches 
the Dark City for the woman who 
can save her innocent boss from 
execution. Based on Cornell 
Woolrich’s story. Woolrich pro¬ 
vided the basis for Deadline at 
Dawn (’46), one of Hayward’s 
early star-making turns, as a 
dancer determined to help a sailor 
unfairly accused of murder. (1/28) 
Unjustly forgotten ’40s diva 
Ann Sheridan stars in the festival’s 
finale. The Unfaithful (’47) is a 
loose reworking of The Letter, set 
in LA. Sheridan’s infidelity leads 
to murder. The odd Zachary 
Scott, Lew Ayers and the always 
welcome Eve Arden are on hand. 
In Woman on the Run (’50), last 
year’s biggest festival hit, Sheridan 
is an unhappily married lady who 
must find her missing husband, 
whose life is in danger. Sensation¬ 
al San Francisco locales and the 
star’s appealing performance 
make this memorable. T 


No-nonsense dame 

The film career of Susan Hayward

|% usan Hayward (1918-75) 
was a model when David 
Selznick summoned her to 
Hollywood to test for Scarlett 
O’Hara. Although never seriously 
considered, she stayed, deter¬ 
mined to prove him wrong. Time 
called her “a bargain-basement 
Bette Davis,” yet she earned five 
Oscar nominations, winning for I 
Want to Live (’58), which, with 
Deadline at Dawn (’46), is fea¬ 
tured in the Noir City Festival at 
the Castro Theatre. 

Born Edythe Marriner in 
Brooklyn, she kept her accent and 
feistiness. Warners saw her Scar¬ 
lett test and made her one of their 
Girls on Probation (’38), with 
Ronald Reagan. At Paramount, 
she played ingenues in Beau Geste, 
Our Leading Citizen, and $1000 a 
Touchdown. As the vain beauty in 
Adam Had Four Sons (’41), she 
scored, stealing scenes from In¬ 
grid Bergman. 

Republic’s Sis Hopkins was a 
comedown, but Paramount made 
her a hooker Among, the Living, 
and she again impressed. She was 
Paulette Goddard’s sweet cousin 
in Reap the Wild Wind, her butch 
rival in The Forest Rangers, and 
Veronica Lake’s competition in / 
Married a Witch (’42). She guest¬ 
ed in Star Spangled Rhythm, then 
she and William Holden were 
Young and Willing. She was wasted 
in Hit Parade of 1943, as Jack Lon¬ 
dons girlfriend, and as John 
Wayne’s sweetheart in The Fight¬ 
ing Seabees. As the beautiful bitch 
in The Hairy Ape (’44), she daz- 
. zled, but playing Loretta Young’s 
rival in And Now Tomorrow disap-

pointed her, so she left Para¬ 
mount, staying away to have twin 
sons by her husband, actor Jess 
Barker. 

Her reviews for Deadline at 
Dawn resulted in a contract offer 
from Selznick, but now she reject¬ 
ed him, signing instead with Wal¬ 
ter Wanger, who sent her through 
Canyon Passage, a hit, and gave 
her Smash Up: The Story of a 
Woman alcoholic (’47), earning 
her an Oscar nod. The next three 
were minor: insisting They Wont 
Believe Me, seeking The Lost Mo¬ 
ment, and feeling The Saxon 
Charm (’48). In Tap Roots, she was 
a willful Southern belle; and in 
Tulsa, an oil tycoon. Their color 
cinematography enhanced her ap¬ 
peal, especially her sensational 
coppery hair. Wanger sold her 
contract to 20th and she visited 
The House of Strangers, but Gold- 
wyn gave her My Foolish Heart 
(’49), a smash tearjerker in which 
she hit the bottle again, earning a 


second Oscar nomination. She 
vowed I’d Climb the Highest 
Mountain, and felt Rawhide (’51) 
with Tyrone Power. 

Designing woman 

She was terrific as a ruthless 
dress designer promising I Can 
Get it for You Wholesale, before 
joining Gregory Peck as David 
and Bathsheba, miscast in this 
huge grosser. As singer Jane Fro- 
man in With a Song in My Heart 
(’52) she got another Oscar nod. 
She ended the year with Peck 
under The Snows of Kilimanjaro, 
and entered the Top 10 box-office 
stars, staying there in ’53 while en¬ 
tertaining The Lusty Men and as 
The President’s Lady, Andrew 
Jackson’s wife. She was a White 
Witch Doctor in Africa with 
Robert Mitchum, and an unbe¬ 
lievable Messalina in the popular 
but dreary Demetrius and the 
Gladiators. She met Gary Cooper 
in The Garden of Evil (’54), anoth¬ 
er hit, as was Untamed with 
Power. Clark Gable was her Sol¬ 
dier of Fortune (’55) and Wayne 
— as Genghis Khan (!) — her 
Conqueror, camp madness. She 
left 20th for MGM’s I’ll Cry To¬ 
morrow, (’56) a biopic of alcoholic 
singer Lillian Roth, a big success, 
getting her a fourth losing Oscar 
bid. She and Kirk Douglas had a 
Top Secret Affair (’57), a poor 
comedy, but then Wanger offered 
I Want To Live!, garnering her sen¬ 
sational reviews and the Academy 
and New York Film Critics Best 
Actress Awards. He quipped, 
“Susie got what she’s been chasing 
for 20 years.”

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t s a thrill just to say his name: 
Max Veneziano. He’s a deity, 
this Max. Towering, massive, 
all muscle. Handsome of face, 
with penetrating eyes and lush- 
lips. Strikingly tattooed across an 
immense bicep, his marble body 
molded from a sculpture by 
Michelangelo: a tidal wave of 
pecs, an armored plate of glossy 
groin that’s devoid of hair, and 
from which strains for launching 
the uncut, upturned and over¬ 
sized cock of a satyr. 

This thrilling god is about to

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Shooting from the hip 

Historically informed performance on CD

he muffled sounds of histor¬ 
ical drums call Philips’ new 
recording of the Beethoven 
and Mendelssohn Violin Concer¬ 
tos to order. The sound gets at¬ 
tention, but it’s hard to know 
what to make of it, which makes 
it the perfect introduction to this 
CD. With it, Viktoria Mullova, a 


highly intelligent and even princi¬ 
pled musician who keeps a far 
lower profile than her monumen¬ 
tal talent would support, takes a 
further step into her exploration 
of the violin repertoire through 
historically informed perfor¬ 
mance (HIP). Regrettably, her 
conductor, John Eliot Gardiner, 
one of HIP’s falling stars, turns 
this into the kind of music-mak¬ 
ing that gives scholarship a bad 
name. 

Mullova’s last CD, of Mozart 
concertos she also conducted, had 
vitality, acuity, and lift. In its wake, 
her tentative entrance in the 
Beethoven is at first shocking and 
then quickly dispiriting. Her lax, 
even tremulous tone bespeaks a 
soloist at odds with her conduc¬ 
tor. Only when she breaks free 
does she sound like herself: ca¬ 
vorting through Ottavio Dona- 
tone’s canny cadenzas in the 
Beethoven’s outer movements, or 


floating freely over the orchestra 
in its violin-dominated central 
movement. The look on her face 
on the CD cover — frustrated, 
unsatisfied — speaks volumes. 

Gardiner’s Orchestre Revolu- 
tionaire et Romantique, too, is in¬ 
termittently wonderful. The bas¬ 
soon that sings in counterpart 
with the violin for much of the 
concerto is particularly beguiling. 
The problem is that the band does 
its master’s bidding, which would 
appear to be to transform one of 
the most masterfully composed 
concertos into a series of discon¬ 
nected musical episodes. 

Still, the problem is less Gar¬ 
diner’s fussiness than the barrage 
of offending sounds. Everything 
feels overstated, and the sudden 
lunges to double forte in particu¬ 
lar become wearying. Even when 
played on the “right” instruments, 
clinkers are clinkers, and this CD 
pummels the listener. It took me 
four tries to get all the way 
through the Beethoven in a sit¬ 
ting. The Mendelssohn fares even 
worse. As well-behaved and sure¬ 
fire a concerto as has ever been 
penned, it comes off here as what 
Woody Allen, in another context, 
called a screaming, meaningless 
nightmare of horror. 

Its starry lineup notwithstand¬ 
ing, who would buy this CD, any¬ 
way? In the last two years, there 
have been beautiful, in some re¬ 
spects ground-breaking record¬ 
ings of both concertos by Joshua 
Bell and Hilary Hahn. In even 
more direct competition, last year 
Anne-Sophie Mutter played a 
HIP-influenced Beethoven Con¬ 
certo, captured live by DG, that 
made up in guts what it lacked in 
gut-strings. This CD was unnec¬ 
essary even before it compro¬ 
mised Mullova’s reputation. 

French classics 

In comparably overexposed 
repertoire, Maxim Vengerov, with 
the right conductor, accomplish¬ 
es the opposite: He gives second- 
tier music — Lalo’s Symphonie es- 
panole, Saint-Saens’ Third Violin 
Concerto, and Ravel’s Tzigane — 
increased stature. Vengerov’s EMI 
CDs have confirmed that he is a 
player of the first magnitude, but 
they also have smudged the por¬ 
trait of this young man as an 
artist. This latest CD, with the 
Philharmonia Orchestra under 
Antonio Pappano, one of the 
music world’s conductors dujour, 
simply sets new standards for 


these French classics, making 
them must-hears, even for people 
who have them many times over. 
The urgent issue of 2004: shelf 
space. 

This music places a higher pre¬ 
mium on razzle-dazzle than on 
structure, but that has tempted 
many people to devalue it as ef¬ 
fects without causes. It’s carefully 
crafted fare, and even if it leaps 
over sonata-allegro form, it’s 
hardly formless. The virtue of 
Vengerov and Pappano’s interpre¬ 
tations is that they regard the 
pieces as compositional totalities 
and respect their integrity. 

That said, this music is about 
excess, and the exhibitionist in 
Vengerov and man of the theater 
in Pappano find plenty to relish in 
these colorful scores. The rhyth¬ 
mic snap both give to Lalo’s five- 
movement suite .(“symphony” is 
pushing the point) is appreciable 
throughout, but nowhere more 
than in the central Intermezzo, 
where tricky cross-rhythms raise 
the stakes. These are showmen 
who like nothing more. The con¬ 
cluding Rondo is a deliciously 
prolonged tease. 

Saint-Saens’ concerto is stur¬ 
dier fare, although it keeps the 
emphasis on virtuoso display. Not 
until the bracing final movement 
does the music take on what you 
would call firm shape, but 
Vengerov’s highjinks easily sustain 
the tension until then. The sweet¬ 
ness he lends the central move¬ 
ment serves as reminder that this 
is music, not just stunts. 

Ravel’s Tzigane is a showpiece 
with substance: not just double- 
stops, but double-stops creating 
interesting harmonies. The low, 
growling transition between the 
long violin solo that opens the 
work and the duet with (or is it 
against?) harp is wracked with 
suspense that explodes into a 
gypsy-music rapsodie that, at last, 
calls on the soulful musician deep 
inside Vengerov. ▼

going on for years, and finally 
people just got sick of it, and we 
had to pull out of Vietnam. 

“I worked with Errol for 18 
months on this damn thing. We 
talked about it a lot — he’s a big 
talker — and he didn’t want to 
commit himself to an interpreta¬ 
tion. But basically, the point of the 
conversation was to get me to 
write the music he wanted me to 
write, and he succeeded because I 
wrote the music he wanted. One 
of the things he kept coming back 
to was history, and the sheer futil¬ 
ity of men trying to order their 
lives.” Morris used the line, 
“Where ignorant armies clash in 
the night” from Matthew Arnold’s 
great poem “Dover Beach” to in¬ 
spire the composer. Glass says, “If 
there’s one line to describe the 
film, that would be the line.” 


Lyric pieces 

Glass’ scoring had to fit the 
dramatic context. “The narrative 
is about encounters of military 
and political kinds. I knew there 
would be a certain amount of mil¬ 
itaristic things, so I would have to 
have brass, winds and percussion. 
There would also be lyrical, intro¬ 
spective things that would be less 
confrontational musically.” The 
score he ended up writing calls for 
French horns, trumpets and 
trombones in twos; flute/piccolo, 
clarinet/bass clarinet, oboe, Eng¬ 
lish horn and bassoon. The per¬ 
cussion section has xylophone, 
marimba, tam-tam (gongs), bells 
(chimes), piano and celeste; as 
well as harp, the usual strings, and 
synth. This makes for a dynamic 
and flexible band, which Glass de¬ 
ploys with his usual acuity. 

His decisions are never obvi¬ 
ous. One cue, “Private and Pub¬ 
lic,” starts with black-and-white

Sparks of energy 

MTT's SFS debut passes the 30-year mark

ichael Tilson Thomas cel- 
; ebrated the 30th anniver¬ 
sary of his debut with the 
San Francisco Symphony two 
weeks ago. The concert marking 
the event was not especially fes¬ 
tive, but it did display what has 
made him such a vital figure on 
the local cultural scene. 

Without pomp or circum¬ 
stance, the program still had that 
extra spark of energy that marks 
virtually all of the maestro’s podi¬ 
um appearances. There was a bril¬ 
liant guest artist, sympathetically 
supported; a few relatively ob¬ 
scure works from a beloved com¬ 
poser; and a modern score that 
deserves hetter currency. 


Violinist Gil Shaham: edgy 


Gil Shaham returned with his 
masterful interpretation of Alban 
Berg’s Violin Concerto (he per¬ 
formed it three years ago) and 
proved once again that his part-

images of soldiers landing from a 
helicopter. Many composers 
would have indulged in tri- 
umphalist grand-standing here. 
Glass opts for something quite 
different: a kind of Renaissance 
dirge for English horn and drums, 
which suggests that these fighters 
will die and be remembered with 
this kind of music. Though Fog is 
a documentary, its score never has 
the anonymous feel common to 
this genre. Instead, it’s highly per¬ 
sonal, as in “67 Cities,” which 
shows aerial shots of Japanese 
towns being firebombed by Mc¬ 
Namara and General Curtis 
LeMay six months before Hi- 
roshima-Nagasaki — 900,000 
civilians lost their lives. Glass’ 
music here is a string waltz which 
floats serenely and sorrowfully 
over a ground bass. It sounds for 
all the world like the musical 
equivalent of a highly controlled 
yet deeply emotive speech in a 
Racine play which says yes, this is 
the way it is, and ever will be. 

Loss of life is always sad, and 
Glass’ music for Morris’ picture 
has the character of a universal 
bereavement for things lost. “War 
is merely the continuation of pol¬ 
icy by other means,” said the 
Prussian military historian 
Clausewitz, whose phrase “the fog 
of war” gives the film its title. If we 
can’t do better than this, we’re in 
deep trouble. Glass’ music is shad¬ 
owed by this specter. Of course it’s 
gloomy. But it also serves to trans¬ 
figure a very dark subject. Think 
eternal Iraq. ▼ 


nership with Tilson Thomas is 
mutually beneficial. The orchestra 
was coaxed to shape the contours 
of the profound and lustrous 
score to suit Shaham’s distinctive¬ 
ly edgy, emotional playing. If 
soloists are rarely so visibly reliant 
on the conductor, maybe they 
ought to be. The results were pre¬ 
dictably inspiring. 

The program opened and 
closed with Beethoven, but that 
was really more a framing device 
for the first SFS performances of 
Paul Hindemith’s Symphonia ser- 
ena. MTT prefaced the premiere 
with one of his charming and in¬ 
formative speeches that always, 
disarm the more conservative 
members of the audience. As 
usual, it worked, and the capacity 
crowd responded very favorably 
to the inventive and colorful 
score. 

Hindemith was proficient with 
many musical instruments, and it 
showed in his brilliant orchestra¬ 
tions. The Symphonia is virtually a 
concerto for orchestra, and many 
players were allowed to shine. 
Concertmaster Alexander 
Barantschik had a memorable 
moment with an offstage echo 
played by Associate Concertmas¬ 
ter Nadya Tichman. 

It was all in a day’s work for 
MTT and, after nine years as 
Music Director, it’s what we have 
come to expect from his leader¬ 
ship. There really ought to be a 
gala celebrating his first decade 
here next season. 

Rad Vlad 

Last week brought 
pianist/conductor Vladimir 
Ashkenazy back to Davies Hall 
after his last appearance with the 
Czech Philharmonic Orchestra in 
February 2003. He made his podi¬ 
um debut here 10 years ago and 
will assume leadership of the 
NHK Symphony Orchestra of 
Tokyo in the 2004-05 season. 

I couldn’t help recalling his 
previous renown as international 
piano soloist while savoring his 
orchestral support of the concert’s 
guest star, Helene Grimaud. Her 
traversal of the Beethoven Piano 
Concerto No. 4 certainly must 
have brought back some memo¬ 
ries for him, too. 



Conductor Vladimir Ashkenazy 


Ashkenazy himself has record¬ 
ed the Fourth with the Vienna 
Philharmonic and the Chicago 
Symphony to great praise. I’d love 
to know what he thought of 
young Grimaud’s interpretation. 
Whatever his reaction, he only 
showed discrete support of her al¬ 
ternately poetic and slightly noisy 
approach.

H elene Grimaud’s star is 
definitely in the ascen¬ 
dant. Her current con¬ 
cert tour coincides with the release in April of her first recording for 
prestigious Deutsche Grammophon. In an age when classical artists 
find it increasingly difficult to find an audience, young Grimaud 
seems destined for a big career. 

Her debut DG disc also shows that taste and good management can 
still overcome the odds of a dismal marketplace. Grimaud has further 
chosen an uncommonly interesting program, and surrounded herself 
with accomplished performers and technicians to ensure success. 

The arc of Credo begins with the reference to the slow movement 
of Beethoven’s Seventh Symphony in John Corigliano’s compelling 
Fantasia on an Ostinato; through an imposing Beethoven Sonata 
No. 17, Tempest; and that same composer’s Choral Fantasy. The disc 
concludes with Arvo Part’s thrilling Credo, scored for the same 
forces as the Beethoven. 

The Beethoven works and even the Corigliano have been record¬ 
ed before and just as well (we won’t even begin to deal with the Tem¬ 
pest Sonata), but the inclusion of the relatively brief and thorough¬ 
ly exalted work by Part makes Grimaud’s “set” a very appetizing 
proposition. 

The sonics and presentation are up to DG’s high standards, and 
the performances are amazingly on a par with the great recordings 
of the past. It seems that Helene Grimaud may have just the stuff to 
lure record-buyers back to the cash register. 

I know I will be returning to Credo with pleasure. The total effect 
is more than the sum of the individual parts. It is beautiful and 
meaningful music, cleverly organized. 

Some of Grimaud’s philosophical musings may be a little hard to 
swallow, but they are only in the disc notes. If she takes herself some¬ 
what seriously, at least it translates into superior playing and an am¬ 
bitious trust in her listeners. ▼

The choice of Beethoven’s 
most subtle concerto was gratify¬ 
ing, and proof of her refusal to 
yield to showy theatrics. Still, she 
was downright aggressive in some 
passages, and the clangorous 
loudness of her playing spoiled 
some of the effect. 

Grimaud was best in the qui¬ 
eter moments, lending a bright, 
delicate clarity to the songful lyri¬ 
cism. The finale was exciting and 


well-played, but I couldn’t help 
thinking the ingenue virtuoso 
should have judged the quirky 
acoustics of Davies Hall better. 

Those pesky and persistent 
problems didn’t deter Ashkenazy 
when he devoted the second half 
of the bill to Richard Strauss’ 
monumental An Alpine Sympho¬ 
ny. The final, over-the-top tone 
poem from the composer who 
frequently threw in everything 
but the kitchen sink was guaran¬ 
teed to surmount the dead spots 
in the hall. 

There are enough beautiful 


and thrilling moments in the 
score to make one forgive the 
bombastic vulgarity of much of 
the writing. Ashkenazy treated it 
as if it were Mahler on steroids 
and ultimately triumphed. There 
is no denying the essential fun of 
hearing a first-rate orchestra get¬ 
ting a real workout, and the musi¬ 
cians played as if their lives de¬ 
pended on it.

Play ’iT doze 

H ere in the nexus of computer 
geekdom, video gamers come in 
three types: fanatics, friends of 
fanatics, and grazers. The first two 
groups are well aware that video games 
serve as portals to other worlds and 
mindsets ranging in conception and 
artistic vision from lame to mind- 
blowing. The grazers among us, bare¬ 
ly hip to the Zeitgeist, never quite dive 
in all the way, whether for lack of time 
or passion, or maybe they just don’t 
have a zealous computer-geek friend 
to fully tune them in. 

To get any enjoyment at all from 
Bang the Machine: Computer Gam¬ 
ing Art and Artifacts, a major part of 
the newest exhibitions at Yerba Buena 
Center for the Arts, you’ll need to be 
a fanatic, or accompanied by one, oth¬ 
erwise you’ll be left grazing aimlessly. 
The exhibition should serve as your 
geek friend, excitedly showing you all 
the worlds of possibilities online and 
off. Instead, it serves to show what a dis¬ 
aster a video-game exhibition can be. 

I hate to say it, but it’s amateur 
hour over at YBCA. These guys haven’t 
a clue how to present video-game art 
to the public at large. I’d go into detail 
about the elements of the exhibit, but 
it’s hardly worth it. Unless you’re extra 
persistent, you’ll learn and experience 
very little at the show, because your 
principal effort will be taken up with 
figuring out how to control various 
games and simulations at individual 
computer stations. You’re given 10- 
minute time limits, not nearly enough. 
Forget trying to play The Sims Online 
in that time, or anything else. You’ll 
find ridiculous David Koresh masks 
you’re supposed to wear as you at¬ 
tempt a Waco simulation. It might be 
a great thing to share with your bud¬ 
dies at home, or with a small, well- 
primed group of gallery-goers, but as a 
general exhibition, it sucks big time. 
What I saw in the way of projections 
and still images barely engaged me, 
and the computer stations irked me to 
no end. You’ll find broken mice, flawed 
programming, and idiotically compli¬ 
cated instruction sheets. 

Consider how much more could be 
done with the mesmerizing imagery of 
Myst, with its nearly impenetrable se¬ 
crets and endlessly intriguing passage¬ 
ways; the otherworldly Diablo with its 
intricate magical components (based 
on a serious understanding of esoteri- 
ca), complex character relationships, 
and unparalleled strategic challenges; 
The Sims, which allows you to create 
and set in motion virtual communities 
with life-like characters and town- 
scapes; Clive Barker’s The Undying, 
with its search-and-destroy quest for 
ghosts and ghoulies amid labyrinthian 
structures and claustrophobic land¬ 
scapes; and such Playstation favorites 
as Mortal Kombat, where your charac¬ 
ter gets to slice and dice your oppo¬ 
nent’s as you unleash your inner ninja. 

The esthetics of these games reflect 
whole underground gaming cultures. 
But gaming is a highly individual ex¬ 
perience, even when you’re playing on¬ 
line with others in virtual communi¬ 
ties. Games can be shared with a friend 
or two at your terminal, but basically 
it’s just you and your mouse for hours 
on end. How to convey that universe 
to a larger audience? I’m not entirely 
sure, but I know the folks at YBCA 
haven’t figured it out either. Just about 
any shopping-mall video-game parlor 
would be more exciting. ▼

thought of me. She’s like, “You’re 
gay, right?” So I wrote a little bio 
and forwarded a photograph, got 
an appointment and did three au¬ 
ditions, and that’s how I got on 
the show. 

What would your colleagues say 
is the biggest drawback for them 
in working with you? 

I would say that the problem 
with me is also true of them. We 
all tend to be perfectionists in our 
own way, and take what we do 
very seriously — which, of course, 
is a good thing and important. 
But one of the drawbacks of being 
so committed to something is that 
you want everything to be just 
right! I know for myself, when 
things aren’t just right, I get frus¬ 
trated, because I want to make the 
best possible product that we can 
make. 

And they might also say that I 
spend too much time in the mir¬ 
ror! 

Some say that Queer Eye pro¬ 
motes offensive gay stereotypes; 
that it sets the community back in 
terms of genuine acceptance, 
rather than advances us forward. 

I know that there always will 
be critics. But by and large, even 
people who expected not to like 
the show because they thought it 
was going to perpetuate stereo¬ 
types really have embraced it. 
Once they actually saw the show, 
their fears subsided. 

I just feel that if gay people 
alter our behavior because we 
want to fit the straight world’s 
image of what we’re supposed to 
be, then that’s not empowering 
for us, because we’re just being 
gay on their terms. 

If someone wants to go out 
there and make up a show about 
gay people who are construction 
workers, doctors, lawyers, politi¬ 
cians or farmers, all those things 
that gay people are, then I say go 
for it. This particular show is a 
makeover show about fiVe gay

guys who are in that sort of world. 
At one level, the show is just 
funny, and at another level we’re 
just guys trying to help out an¬ 
other guy. I think the gay commu¬ 
nity has sort of embraced that 
spirit of the show. 

That said, we should definitely 
be organizing ourselves politically 
to secure the rights and privileges 
we deserve. 

I got a letter from a Mom 
writing about her eight-year-old 
son who studies ballet. He’s an 
artist, he draws, he’s always cre¬ 
ative. He loves the show, and she 
has no idea whether he’s going 
to grow up to be gay or straight, 
and doesn’t care either way. She 
writes, “I’m so thankful that you 
all are there, because if he ends 


up being gay, at least there’s been 
a positive presence in the media.” 
As a mother, she was thankful 
that we’re doing what we’re 
doing. T

ciety, and finally, the New York 
City Ballet. 

He created 200 ballets, five 
films, 23 musicals, dance for 59 
operas, and scores more short-oc¬ 
casion pieces before his ’83 death 
from Creutzfeld-Jakob disease. He 
willed his dances to ex-wives, 
friends and the Balanchine Trust. 

Sketches from collector Paul 
Stiga include Horace Armistead’s 
glorious gouache set-design for 
the original full-length Nutcracker 
(’54), expressing Balanchine’s lux¬ 
urious re-interpretation of Mar¬ 
ius Petipa’s 1892 version with 
oversize tree ornaments. “His is 
the Nutcracker against which all 
other Nutcrackers are measured,” 
says Flatow. “He didn’t treat it like 
a kids’ ballet.”

What’s on view 
at SFPALM? 

by Kevin Davis 


S an Francisco Performing Arts Library and Museum’s two-mil- 
lion-item-strong collection includes the archives of San Fran¬ 
cisco Ballet, Opera, and Symphony; Stanford Theater profes¬ 
sor Bill Eddelman’s fetish, Commedia and Edwardian costume re¬ 
search collection; Theater Film Archives (not for entertainment pur¬ 
poses due to Actors Equity restrictions); 4,000 musical-theatre cast 
recordings (Florence Henderson as Louise in Gypsy; Dinah Shore 
sings Cole Porter; “Ethel Was a Lady” by Ms. Merman; Dinah and 
Ethel together in Call Me Madam; 10 versions of Annie Get Your 
Gun; non-cast scores by Frank Loesser, Victor Herbert, Harold Arlen 
and Marvin Hamlisch); 500 glass transcription disks of the ’50s 
radio symphony broadcast The Standard Hour; Simplicity costume 
patterns; Gold Rush-era theater architecture books; and the personal 
papers of 47-year SFB dancer, director and choreographer Lew 
Christensen, America’s first great dancer. 

Alyson Belcher heads the Legacy Archive: bound, edited tran¬ 
scripts of local departed artists, begun by Jeff Friedman. It includes 
SFB dancer Tomm Rudd (1964-92) and Tommy Tune’s dance 
teacher Stanley Cahn, who owned a dance studio on Market St. 

Sixty years ago, dancer and SFB costume designer Russell Hartley, 
who costumed the first Nutcracker in ’44, started collecting material 
documenting dance history. The collection expanded to include all 
performing arts, moving into the Presidio branch library in ’75, to 
an Opera House storage space in ’83, Grove and Gough in ’89, and to 
its present home in the Veterans Building in ’99. A director’s board 
and two full-time staff developed this institution into SFPALM, the 
largest West Coast collection dedicated to live performance. Its re¬ 
sources are used by people worldwide by Internet or on site. 

SFPALM offers to K-12 students lecture/presentations by profes¬ 
sional actors; master classes and professional development programs 
for teachers and professors; and sponsors lectures, symposia, adult 
education programs and a Summer Teacher’s Fellowship. ▼

galleries are singular photos span¬ 
ning his nourishing St. Petersburg 
Imperial Ballet Academy and 
Maryinsky Theatre years; and his 
potato-peels-and-coffee-grounds 
subsistence following the 1917 
Revolution. The photos were col¬ 
lected by journalist Bernard Taper 
while writing his detailed ’63 Bal¬ 
anchine biography. 

Rare images include a balleri¬ 
na on pointe from the progressive 
“La Chatte” (’27), and Serge Lifar 
in a rare narrative work, the St. 
Luke’s redemption tale “Prodigal 
Son,” (’29), both for Ballet Russes. 

Balanchine advocated visual 
spectacle as the essential element, 
and generally disdained stories 
with plot and character. “To this 
day, there’s resistance to plotless 
ballet, because people are afraid,” 
says Flatow, who writes ballet 
notes for SFB programs. 

There are images of two Amer¬ 
icans who danced his “Apollo,” 
Jacques d’Amboise, a towering, al¬ 
ways cherubic premiere danseur; 
and 40-year SFB choreographer 
and Artistic Director Lew Chris¬ 
tensen (1909-84). 

A1 Hirschfeld’s affectionate 
caricature of Ray Bolger and 
Tamara Geva in the “Slaughter on 
Tenth Avenue” number in the 
Rodgers and Hart gangster musi¬ 
cal On Your Toes (’36) represents 
Balanchine’s Broadway career. 

Dramatic photos illustrate “La 


Sonnambula” (’46); “Square 
Dance” (’57); and Arthur 
Mitchell, first black principal 
dancer of a major company and 
Dance Theatre of Harlem’s 
founder, leading the arduous 
“Agon” (’57). 

“To end up with 100 hand¬ 
some pictures, you have to see 
400-500 photographs,” says Taper. 
Having observed Balanchine cre¬ 
ate 30 ballets over a 12-year peri¬ 
od, Taper tracked down photog¬ 
raphers, gained permission, and 
negotiated terms through the 
USSR’s State Academy of Dance. 

The Balanchine Trust guards 
the rights to all the ballets and 
manages the Interpreters Archive, 
official video documentation of 
former dancers coaching others in 
roles originated for them. In a 
typically engaging film, stager 
d’Amboise instructs four-year 
SFB soloist Gonzalo Garcia in the 
convulsive birth of Apollo (ex¬ 
cised in a later version). 

“Balanchine said, ‘Move like 
you’re angry, baby,”’ d’Amboise 
told Garcia, the youngest-ever 
Prix de Lausanne gold-medal 
winner. 

“It’s vitalizing to communicate 
a concept personally,” says Taper. 
“The history of ballet is the histo¬ 
ry of lost ballets.” 

Balanchine altered steps for 
particular dancers in later 
decades, so diverse stagers teach 
disparate versions. “This is a sub¬ 
ject of a lot of conversation,” says 
Flatow. 

Balanchine invented dances to 
court his muses, and wedded four 
of them. 

“He knew exactly what work 
would suit your individual style 
best, and cast accordingly,” says 
Tomasson, for whom Balanchine 
created “Divertimento from Bais- 
er de la Fee ” for a ’72 Stravinsky 
Fest.
